Summary of Helos from the Far Cast. 
JAPAN. 
' HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

From Hiogo'and Osaka our latest dates are to the 128th 
April. There is no political news whatever, and trade was in 
the same dull state. From recent letters in the Japan Times 
we take the following paragraphs :-— 

The Japanese Government bas issued a notification at Osaka 
to the effect that Mexican dollars are to become a legal tender 
in Japan at the rate of three boos each. No provision seems 
to be made for weighing or testing their intrinsic value, so it is 
easier to imagine than describe the effect such an edict would 
shortly have upon the monetary system of the country. It 
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has not however been notified to us through our Consuls, and 
of course the latter will point out to the Japanese the impossi- 
bility of introducing a foreign coin in any other shape than 
that of bullion. It is to be hoped that all these difficulties 
about the currency will induce the Government to hasten the 
issue of the improved coinage promised with so many other 
good things on the 1st January, 1868. 

Osaka appears to be abandoned by the foreign merchants, 
only two of the firms resident there on the 3rd February, and 
both of these represented by consular agents, having as yet re- 
turned thither since the place has been declared re-opened. In 
fact the regulations for trade, requiring all imports and exports 
to be entered at Kobe, have completely destroyed any chance of 
doing business there, except such as may be transacted by an 
occasional visit or sending up a banto. The bar also presents a 
most formidable obstacle to the progress of foreign trade, as no 
marine insurance policy extant would cover the risk of convey - 
ing cargo across it, and so far as our experience of the last three 
months goes, it is impassable on an avcrage two days out of seven. 
If ships were allowed to anchor off the mouth of the river and cargo 
entered at Osaka, this danger would be in some measure obviated, 
as then they would not discharge unless the bar was in a 
favourable state, and the question would be merely one of extra 
lay days. At present, however, you may start from Kobe with- 
out a ripple in the water, and when you arrive on the bar find 
a dangerous surf, besides the difficulty of hitting the proper 
time of tide, which could always be done from a ship lying half, 
a mile off. It is said that the Japanese Government talk of 
deepening the river, and it is quite probable, as they show a 
disposition to do all sorts of things in the new broom line. 
Some naval men say it is practicable, others deny it ; but there 
is no doubt that constant dredging would be necessary to keep 
the cutting clear, and this the Japanese have not the persever- 
ance to kcep up. 

A notification has been issued from the Consulates there 
giving liberty to foreigners to buy and lease land and houses 
from the Japanese within the town of Kobe, excepting the 
ground set apart for the foreign settlement (most of which is 
under water), and reserving also the same breadth of ground 
back to the hills in the rear. A thoroughfare of 100 feet wide 
is also to be reserved along the beach. Some purchases have 
accordingly been made, but as yet little or no difference has 
been made in rents, which remain preposterously high. As for 
the foreign settlement now known as “ Parkes’ Folly ”—this, it 
is said, is to be sold for what it will fetch, without any upset 
price. For reasons given above, it is hardly likely to repay 
the expenses of “ preparing” it. 





YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port are to the 19th April. ‘The outward 
French mail of February 18 was received on the 11th of April, 
and the English mail of February 26 was hourly expected when 
the present despatches left, ‘Ihe latest London telegrams were 
to March 15. 

The Japan Times informs us that on the 17th April a 
Government notification was published, announcing that Ohara 
Sakino Gijiu, a kuge of the Mikado, had arrived to take charge 
of Yokohama for the Emperor. He came on the 15th in a 
steamer belonging to Kiishiu, formerly called the City of Nantes, 
and sone excitement was created among the Government 
Officials as the vessel with the Mikado’s ensign was seen 
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flying at the fore. The Mikado’s crest, we may mention, is a 
circle with spokes radiating from the centre, very like a chry- 
santhemum flower. On the 16th the kuge had an interview 
with the French Minister at Benten, and subsequently passed 
through the main street of Yokohama, on his way to the British 
Legation, His dress differs from that of a Daimio, being much 
plainer and simpler, and instead of the broad lacquerred hat 
which is familiar to us, he wears the less known shoe shaped 
headdress. He is a young man, by no means handsome or 
intelligent-looking, and in fact, of demeanour anything but im- 
posing. He states in his notification that he has arrived with 
troops of Hizen, Satsuma and Chikugo ; so that it is not im- 
probable—as the whole Tokaido, from Hakone to Yedo, is now 
in possession of the southern troops, and as there appears not 
the least chance of disturbance or danger—that our own guards 
will be withdrawn and charge of the gates and other posts 
handed over to him, a step which would be very popular with 
the overworked foreign soldiery. 

It has been incorrectly stated that Ohara Sakino Gijiu has 
replaced the Governor appointed by the late Shiogoon. This 
is not the case. Obara has brought with him no civil officials 
whatever, aud for the time being the Custom-house and Police 
Department are in the same hands as formerly. An inferior 
Daimio, one of the Tozama class, whose residence at Kanagawa, 
our favourite resort for picnics all visitors thither know, has 
been appointed Governor, but he is at present in Kioto. 
will probably come up to take his post with the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, whose avant courier, in fact, Ohara Gijiu is 
understood to be. 

Otherwise, political matters remain much as when we wrote 
last. We have since ascertained that the Mikado’s envoy, who 
is still beyond Hakone, the gate to the ex-Shiogoon’s dominions, 
left Kioto with orders to raze Yedo to the ground, to destroy 
the castle and forts, utterly to abolish the metropolis of the 
family of Iyeyas, In our last we mentioned that Ooyeno-no- 
mia, now the Stotsbashi, had gone down to confer with 
him, and we now hear that his remonstrances have had 
so much effect that the Envoy has consented to refer again 
to Kioto for instructions. Ooyeno-no-mia has returned to 
Yedo, where everything is perfectly quiet. All the Daimios 
have left the city, and many of them are said to be awaiting in 
a suburb to the north of the place and on the other side of 
the river, the course of events. The forts are quite deserted ; 
all the guns spiked, and those commanding the city dismounted 
and the carriages in many cases broken ; the magazines open, 
and all left without a single guard. The southern troops hold 
the whole of the Tokaido, and are in Yedo itself in some force, 
but no attempt has been made as yet to take possession of the 
castle, and every

TIENTSIN. 

A Tientsin correspondent, writing on the 13th April, says :— 
“ All accounts state the rebels as having gone to Honan pro- 
vince. The route to Shanse is still, however, not practicable 
for the Shanse traders, owing to the Imperiulists being on it, 
and I suppose as usual very much addicted to marauding. We 
did not hear that the rebels were destroyed, so I presume that 
they had always the roads open to Honan. We shall no doubt 
see them back in this region some day, and probably in much 
greater force than on this occasion. The wheat crops are look- 
ing well, and the peasants are very busy preparing the other 
ground for millet. We have every reason to think that we shall 
see good harvests gathered this season, Rice is now very cheap, 
and grain generally.” 

THE REBELS, 

After throwing Tiensin into a fever of excitement, inspiring 
some apprehension in the capital, and disturbing the equanimity 
of the Emperor himse’f, the rebels seem to have retired whence 
they came. No details have yet reached us of their later pro- 
ceedings ; but this very fact suggests the inference that they 
have withdrawn of their own accord. The Imperialists are not 
wont to hide their glory under a bushel. If they had expelled 
their opponents from Chih-li by force of arms we should not 
have Jacked a glowing account of the myriads slain ; whereas 
our Tientsin correspondent only hears that they have retired 
from the province. A keener sarcasm on Imperial prowess 
could hardly be offered. From north, south, east and west, 
Governors and Governors General were summoned to the 
scene of action, Prince Kung was nated Generalissimo 
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tween Tientsin and the 





of all the armies iu the field; Li-hung-chang was degraded 
from the active command, in favour of Tso-kung-pao, for 
his apathy; and all these changes have resulted in nothing. 
A few indecisive engagements were reported on the first arrival 
of the Nienfei in the province ; and the energy of the Imperialist 
commanders appears to have been afterwards concentrated on 
the favourite Chinese tactic of a “surround ;” but they seem 
to have failed as signally in strategy as in attack. The rebels 
have escaped to their favourite haunts in Honan, from whence 
they will soon re-issue with recruited ranks, to repeat their 
raid. However, it seems they really have gone for the pre- 
sent; and the only obstacle to free communication be- 
interior is the presence of 
Imperial troops, who are feared for their marauding propen- 
sities nearly as much as the Nienfei. But they will of course 


_ be soon withdrawn, and we may hope that the trade with the 


interior, which has been so long neglected, will be resumed. It 
remains only to learn whether Mahomedan rebels may have 
been plundering in Shanse simultaneously with the occupation 
of Chih-li by their temporary allies. If so, a cause for dimi- 
nished trade may continue to exist in the partial impoverish- 
ment of that province, whose traders are the great purchasers 
of piece goods in Tientsin market. Nothing, however, that has 
yet transpired tends to show that such is the case. Only half 
the scheme which was first attributed to the rebels seems to 
have been carried out. The Honan Nienfei have penetrated 
Chih-li; but Shanse seems to have escaped the threatened 
scourge. Further information on this head will be looked for 
with much interest. 


SHANGHALT. 

From this port our dates extend to April 25. The English 
mail of March 6 arrived out on the 21st April, conveying 
London telegrams to March 14; via Kiachta however tele- 
graphio advices had already been received to the 24th. 

The North China Herald furnishes the following items :— 
A portion of the Nanzing dues has been paid in Ningpo “ draw- 
backs "—and export drawbacks to boot. Seeing that the ex- 
port trade from Ningpo is not flourishing at present, the 
claimants will not easily recover their money from a port in 
which they are little interested. But this is not all. The 
Commissioner of Customs at Ningpo ignores even this arrange- 
ment. He has received no instructions on the subject. So, 
after waiting seven years, the “ Nanzing” claimants get about 
half their money in unrealisable documents. 

We hear that Dr. Macgowan’s services have been engaged by 
the Chinese Government, to prepare a work on mining and 
metallurgy. It is satisfactory to find these subjects are attract- 
ing their attention. 

Ata recent sale of land on the Wangpoo the lot which ad- 
joins Dent’s Wharf was withdrawn—tls. 15 per mow being the 
highest offer.

The total value of foreign imports into Shanghai has been 
taels 44,331,073, against taels 44,768,000 last year, and of 
exports to foreign countries, taels 29,228,974, against taels 
25,324,670. Of piece goods, 2,400,000 pieces were imported 
into Shanghai in 1867, against 2,370,000 during 1866 ; 30,100 
piculs of raw silk were exported, against 21,900 in 1866; and 
524,000 piculs of tea, against 499,000. The present volume 
does not contain reports by the different commissioners, which 
are looked fur with interest. The form and arrangement of 
the tables is again much changed. 

The rumour which has been some time in circulation to the 
effect that the Chinese Government propose at an early date to 
send a deputation to England, with a view to obtain reliable 
information as to the political details of various arts and manu- 
factures, is now, we think we may venture to say, corroborated.

’ With reference to the collapse of the Ifong Kong Mint the 
North China Herald says :—‘‘ We do not know that the Mint 


has failed so much from the fact that there is no field for such 
& project as from miscalculation and mismanagement. Certain 
we are that dollars and smaller coins from the Hong Kong Mint 
have since the beginning been in demand here, and 2 few odd 
dollars which have reached Shanghai have been preserved as 
curios. We are-not mistaken when we assert that many resi- 
dents here have not even seen a Hong Kong dollar, and it 
would seem as if an effort had been specially made to deprive 
Shanghai of the Hong Kong coinage. So farfrom being thrust upon 
us, as we might have expected from a Mint struggling despe- 
rately, Hong Kong coins have never been obtainable. Every 
one who knows anything of Shanghai is aware that the preva- 
Jence of a ten cent and five cent coinage would be particularly 
beneficial to the entire foreign community. Our present lowest 
coin may be said to be the English shilling, worth twenty-five 
cents ; so that although foreigners have often to pay ten cents 
for sampans, coclies, &., they have no suitable coin, and are 
thus put to considerable inconvenience. The consequence is 
that twenty-five cents are often paid where ten would be suffi- 
cient, in order to avoid further trouble, and the necessity of 
involving ourselves in copper cash operations.” 

There may be some delay before the embassy of industry is 
sent on its way, but no time is being lost in qualifying those 
who are to compose it to make the best use of their oppor- 
tunities. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock has issued a long circular in reply to 
the various memorials on the revision of the Treaty. It opens 
up many important points regarding mutual treaty obligations, 
to which we shall refer at length in our next issue, 

The case of the assignees of Mackellar and Co. against the 
Chartered Bank of India, to recover about 55,000 taels for 
moneys arising out of cross bills between Mackellar and Co. and 
the Bank, had a long hearing on the 20th April, and the judg- 
ment was reserved. 

Touching the secrecy preserved regarding the aim and ob- 
jects of the Burlinghame mission, the Supreme Court and Con- 
sular Gazette has the following observations :— 

Six months ago a letter, signed ‘ Civis Britannicus,” commenting on 
the supposed objects of the then new Burlinghame Mission, appeared at 
this port. The views put forward by the writer, though to a certain ex- 
tent personal, were well worthy of consideration, but the profound secrecy 
with which everything connected with the objects of the mission was 
veiled prevented at the time anything being known definitely by the 
outer world. Since then, however, the veil has been lifted for the first 
time, and, curiously enough, the Viceroy of Nanking has been made the 
exponent. §We learn that Mr. Burlinghame is to explain to Foreign 
Powers why China cannot allow the development of her mineral and in- 
dustrial resources. Seen by the light we now possess, though still dimly 
it is true, the views put forward by “ Civis Britannicus ” seem to gather 
some show of reason, and the connection of Mr. Hart with the new mis- 
sion seems to come out more distinctly day by day. 

In a recent number we reflected on the apathy shown by that gentleman 
with regard to the lighting of the harbour approaches of Shanghai and the 
disposal of the tonnage dues, a complaint followed up by our contemporary 
the North China Daily News in almost identical phraseology. Public 
Tumour assigns two reasons for this course of conduct, neither of them 
very creditable to Mr. Hart's sagacity; one being an abeurd jealousy 
lest his subordinate should gain public credit for having originated and 
matured the scheme without his co-operation; the other that the 
tonnage dues have been deflected to pay the expenses of Mr. Burling- 
hame’s mission ; the latter a device certainly worthy of a Chinese states- 
man, to deflect funds intended for local improvements to support an Em- 

y to show all improvement in China hopeless. From what we know 
of the previous career of Tseng-kwo-fan we have little reason to doubt the 
source whence the announcement of the object of Mr. Burlinghame’s mis- 
Sion originated. Every circumstance tends to show the increasing dread 
of the Tseng-li Yamen, lest any advance in the provinces should overturn 
the toppling and crazy edifice of the Ta-Tsing rule, and we are sorry to 
add that every additional cireumstance tends to prove the intimate connec- 
tion with that policy of Mr, Hart. 
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At one of the early meetings, after its reeuscitation, of the North China 
Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, Mr. Hart, in commenting on a paper 
presented to the Society, spoke of the undoubted advantages of a general 
though gradual opening up of the country. Sudden changes, as became 
a speaker holding his position, were depreciated, but a system of general 
though gradual advance was announced as the most suited for the develop- 
ment of the country. Similar views were put forward in many quarters, 
and festina lente became the watchword, the mere utterance of which was 
to be a ready means of escape from a troublesome or danyerous position. 
How far the promise has been carried out a passing glance w ill show. 
Festina has indeed become more than a watchword, but the hastening has 
been neither slow nor forwards, but, on the contrary, with constantly acce- 
lerating steps towards anarchy and disruption. The stability which might 
have been acquired by timely reforms seems now more hopeless than ever, 
and Mr. Burlinghame departs for Europe to prove that the patient is now too 
weak toallow of the administration of theonly remedy suitable for the disease. 
It is not long since we expressed’our views with regard to the peculiar posi- 
tion occupied by Mr. Hart, and gave utterance to our fears that sooner or 
later, unless tempered by a wise discretion, his policy would be found 
opposed to the best interests, not only of foreigners, but of the Chinese 
nation at large. Recent events seem to prove the truth of our prediction. 
If we have misjudged Mr. Hart the remedy is io his own hands; the im- 
penetrable silence with which he has hitherto continued to shroud his ac- 
tions has left us no other resource than to judge of them from their effects. 

Sir Edmund Hornby has given judgment in C. T. Jones’s 
bankruptcy. The bankrupt is granted his discharge, subject to 
the following condition—one-third of his futare earnings or 
income, and the whole of any after-acquired property, to be 
set aside for the discharge of his debts. We append a few 
extracts from the judgment, which is somewhat lengthy :— 


The bankrupt in this case applies for his discharge. He is opposed by 
his creditors, amongst whom appears the British Consul, representing Her 
Majesty's Government, and he upposes the discharge prayed for on the 
ground that during the time the bankrupt occupied an important official 
position in the Consulate be appropriated divers sums, which in his official 
capacity he had received on Government account, to his own use. I have 
carefully gone over the evidence in support of the proof tendered and ad- 
mitted of this debt due to Her Majesty’s Government, and I have reluc- 
tantly, but without the slightest doubt, come to the conclusion that the 
bankrupt did receive the moneys of which the debt consists on account of 
the Government, and that he did appropriate them to his own use, and tnat 
in so doing he has made himself liable to all the consequences of the Act 
24.25 Vic. cap. 96. 

The misappropriation of the public moneys has already formed the sub- 


ject of a criminal trial, when the jury were discharged, not being able to 


agree on a verdict, and a nolle prosequi has since been entered by H.M.'s 
Government, who have thus abandoned the intention of prosecuting the 
bankrupt again at the bar ofa criminal court. 

1 conceive, therefore, that I am relieved from the necessity of ordering 
a trial under the 159th section of the Act, since had it been desirable ia 
the interests of public justice it was open to the Government to have taken 
this course, and to have a second time sent the bankrupt before a jury; 
but because this leniency has been shown to the bankrupt I am not, in my 
character and position of Commissioner in Bankruptcy, the less bound to 
inquire into the conduct of the bankrupt. . . . [ cannot look upon such con- 
duct as the simple result of misfortune or carelessness. Bayond the pur- 
chase of the Recorder newspaper and the building of a small farm, I can- 
not find that he haa been engaged in any speculation, rash or prudent; 
and after making full allowance for the losses (if any) incurred by those 
two liabilities, there still remains a large balance of money entirely unac- 
counted for. Whether the balance has been spent in riotous living, or 
whether it has been concealed, there is no evidence before me; but the 
fact remains the same that it is unaccounted for in the slightest degree. 

I cannot conceive that the Legislature intended a man guilty of the 
misconduct of which the bankrupt has been unquestionably guilty should 
be enabled to come into this Court and get a discharge from his liabilities. 
I have also to consider the interests of his creditors. 1 shall, therefore, 
grant the bankrupt his discharge, subject to the condition that one-third 
of his future earnings or income be set aside for the discharge of his debts, 
and that any after.acquired property be also rendered available for the 
same purpose. So long as these conditions are observed, so long will he 
be free from arrest ; but if he fails to observe them the grant of the dis- 
charge is ipso facto rescinded ; his protection from arrest ceases, and he is. 
liable to each of his creditors in the same way as a judgment debtor is 
liable, and as against him they will possess all the rights over his poe 
and property which judgment creditors possess over that of their de 
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HONG KONG. 

The outward mail of 18th March (French) arrived out on 
the 29th April. The dates are now down to the Ist May, the 
steamer leaving five days before the usual interval of fourteen 
days, owing to the monsoon. The news is most trifling. and 
the Hong Kong papers are filled chiefly with northern extracts 
and police reports. 

The Mint question is definitely solved. The staff, with the 
exception of those required to assist in the packing up of the 
machinery, had all been dismissed, and the establishment was 
to be finally closed in May. The work of the last six weeks 
gave satisfactory proofs of the capabilities of the Mint, the 
number of coins struck being 3,000,000, while it is calculated 
that an annual total of 13,000,000 would suffice to clear the 
@ penses. 

The case of Dent and Co. has been disposed of, the estate 
taken cut of bankruptcy, and placed under the administration 
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of Messrs. Turing, Kresser and Lemann. 
decision of Chief Justice Smale in the case :— 

It having been suggested that further delay may greatly prejudice the 
interests of the creditors, I accede to their wishes in now giving my deci- 
sion. I think that the case before me is eminently one in which I should 
—following the practice of Lord Justice Knight Bruce—impose terms 
on the parties before me as a condition precedent to the order, possibly 
an irregular one, which I purpose to make, therefore— 

1. Upon the official assignee and his two solicitors expressing themselves 
to be individually satisfied in respect to their fees, and their costs, charges, 
and expenses, and respectively declaring that they have no claim against 
the estate in bankruptcy. 

2. And upon counsel for Messrs. Turing, Kresser, and Lemann under- 
taking for them that upon their becoming trustees respectively under any 
deed of the bankrupt’s estate they will*respectivelySrelease and indemnify 
the official assignee in respect of all claims and suits whatsoever. 

8. And upon an undertaking by Mr. Dent, for himself ana partners, to 
execute a deed to the purport and effect of the deed which has been pro- 
diced to the court on their own parts, forthwith as soon as the court in 
Shanghai shall have annulled the bankruptcy. 

4. And upon counsel for all the creditors who have proved, and for the 
ereditors assenting who have not proved, and for the attornies under 

wers of attorney of such creditors respectively, undertaking respectively 

r them and their constituents to execute the same deed within one month 
after the execution of the said deed by the said bankrupts. 

5. And upon the said Messrs. Turing, Kresser and Lemann under- 
taking by their counsel within one year from their being respectively 
appointed trustees to file copies of their accounts as trustees in this court, 
and so from time to time, at the end of every year, until all the accounts 
of the trust shall be closed, with the registrar of this court as of record. 

Let this bankruptcy be anulled, with liberty to all persons appearing on 
this petition to apply to enforce the terms and undertakiogs aforesaid, and 
etherwise as they may be advised. 

Messrs. Dent and Co.’s affair is thus noticed by the Daily 
Press :— 

It is no disrespect to law or lawyers to say that the withdrawal of any 
gteat dispute from a court of law for the purpose of settling it by private 
arrangement is almost always of necessity a good thing. This is pre- 
eminently the case with such proceedings as those of a colossal bankruptcy, 
in which the absorption of the assets, whatever they may be, by law ex- 
penses, is a clear loss to creditors who are already great sufferers. It is 
obvious, therefore, that the decision given by the Chief-Justice on Satur- 
day must be satisfactory to the majority of persons interested. It may be 
that the action of the trustees may yet clash in an embarrassing manner 
with the jurisdiction of the court in Shanghai, but we are not aware 
that this is the case; and, at all events, nothing could be more in- 
harmonious than the jurisdiction of the Courts of Shanghai and Hong 
Kong, so that there will be nothing lost, even if some difficulties 
do arise. These could not but have arisen in any case. The bankruptcy 
of Messrs. Dent and Co. has remained sv much of a mystery from first to 
last that it is a subject about which we shrink from saying much. About 
the broad policy of dealing with it privately, so that the community at 
large remains now very much in the same state of mind about the whole 
affair, that it was in when the first rumours of calamity reached this 
colony, a good deal may be said on both sides. The judge has taken 
strong ground in declaring that the course he pursued was to save 
solvent firms from the danger of careless allusions, which might be 
brought out in evidence. Perhaps the only objection to that argument is 
that it proves a little too much; and if privacy in law proceedings were to 
be sanctioned in every case where the evidence might possibly be injurious 
to third parties, the doors of most law courts would probably be Jocked 
during the trial of most civil suits and many criminal prosecutions. In 
reference to the proceedings in the present momentous case, it can bardly 
be denied that either one of two very opposite courses would have been 
poesbe to that which has actually been taken. If the affairs of the frm 

never come before the court at all, but had at once pessed into the 
hands of trustees, a good deal of entirely useless expenditure and painful 
delay would have been economised; or if, when they were once thrown into 
bankruptcy, the court had seen its way to more vigorous and distinct de- 
cisions, these could either have been accepted or appealed against in leas 
time than has been wasted. 

Mr. N. B. Dennys, the late proprietor of the China Mail, an adjudi- 
cated bankrupt, appeared to pass his final examination. The Chief Jus- 
tice put a few questions as to the price paid for the China Mail, $28,000, 
the amounts for which it had been mortgaged, and the price for which 
it had been finally sold, $12,000. He remarked that it was very evident 
that the bankrupt’s difficulties had been brought about by paying for an 
article double its value, and by being unskilled in mercantile pursuits, a 
very necessary qualificatiou he thought for the proprietor of a newspaper to 

No creditor having appeared to prove, and no one appearing to 
oppose, the Chief Justice accordingly remarked that he should make no 
objection to the bankrupt passing. In regard to the final discharge, which 
was thereupon applied for, the Chief Justice postponed the granting of 
this for a week, in order to give an opportunity for the arrival of advices 
from some creditors who were resident in England, and who had been 
written to, not, however, because of anything that arose in the bankruptcy 
but merely as a formal matter.

LABUAN.

the gas, the band playing the national hymn. The music 
had not ceased until the whole island was _ lighted 
up by break of day. Rumour has it that Mr. Morel, 
of the late Labuan Coal Company, has signed an agree- 
ment with the Government to construct two ports, one for coal 
aud the other for trade in general ; they will be separated by an 
immense jetty traversed by railways. ‘The works will cost ten 

millions of dollars and take three or four years to complete ; 
the first instalment of dollars is expected by the Mona, which 
is hourly expected. This will cause a financial depression, as 

there is already a superabundance of unemployed capital. 

There is every chance of Labuan starting a bank, which must 
flourish if only well managed and conducted on the same prio- 

ciple as the late Coal Company, so characteristic for its candour 
and straight forwardness.”

SINGAPORE. 

Advices hence are to the 9th ultimo. The outward mail of 
27th March was received on the 30th April, with telegrams to 
the 15th April. The Straits Times observes :—“ The P. and 
Q. steamers are showing themselves extremely punctual under 
the new contract.” The same paper gives the following sum- 
mary of news :— 

The Legislative Council was opened on the 6th May in the 
Town-hall with the usual ceremonies, A guard of the Madras 
Sepoys was on the ground, and the usual salute was fired from 
Fort Canning. Owing to some unlucky accident, two artillery- 
men were blown away from a 68-pounder during the salute, but 
there seems to have been no oneto blame but the unfortanate 
men themselves, 

The speech of his Excellency the Governor was rather 
clumsily worded, but very guarded in its tone, and there is 
apparently nothing to lay hold on by the most inveterate 
growler. There is not a word more about taxatiun, and so all 
the protective associations may as well dissolve themselves at 
once. Various important papers and draft Acts or rather 
Ordinances, as they are to be called by Bill in future, were laid 
before the members. 

The Revenue is in a satisfactory condition, if we are to 
believe the Auditor-General, who declares that during the first 
nine months of the new administration, that is, .up to 3lst De- 
cember, 1867 there was a saving on the Estimates of over 
$75,000. The public now know all about the Supreme Court 
Bill, and above all about the wearisome patience-trying Water- 
Works. Ifnothing unusual occurs, we may expect tu get water 
within three months from the beginning of this month. This 
is about as satisfactory as an incredulous thirsty public can 
expect, aud they are bound to be duly thankful accordingly. 

It appears that the colony, in the estimation of the authori- 
ties, cannot get on without a bishop, and his Grace the Secretary 
of State wants to know from the Legislative Council what they 
are prepared to pay for getting one. Considering that the com- 
Tauvity is nearly all Scotch and German—all stanch Presby- 
terians—and Roman Catholics who perhaps are larger in number, 
this proposal is just a little too much for human patience. Why 
should such tender care be taken of Episcopalian lambs, and the 
existence of benighted Presbyterians aud Roman Catholics be 
ignored with such cool aristocratic indifference? The salary of 
a bishop is not a matter of any consequence to the colony, but 
it is the acting on such a principle which arouses the wrath of 
apy impartial man. 

From the Penang papers we learn that the Betel-nut Islanders 
have formed a branch association for the protection of the inte- 
rests of the Straits Settlements against gubernatorial crotchets 
and proclivities. We have heard nothing of the doings of the 
Singapore Association, but we suppose that they are keeping a 
sleepless eye on current events, and to that no doubt is owing 
the colourless insipidity of his Excellency’s speech. 

Our races came off on the 5th and 7th of May, but as they 
were rather poor there is no occasion for any remark regarding 
them. 

By the Arratoon Apcar we learn that a collision had taken 
place on the 24th April, about twenty-five miles below Calcutta, 
bstween the British ships Agamennon and Ethel, both home- 
ward bound with valuable cargoes. It appears that whilst beim 
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rowed down the river they came into collision with each other 
through the force of an eddy, and both vessels sank almost 
immediately. The crews were fortunately saved and taken 
back to Calcutta by three steam tugs. 

The following are the more interesting paragraphs in the 


Governor’s epeech :— 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Council : 

In opening the second Legislativo session of the Settlements, before 
proceeding to indicate what are the measures of importance which, either 
in compliance with the instructions of Her Majesty's Government or in 
fartherance of the interests of the colony, will be submitted to your con- 
sideration, it is right that I should notice such matters of public interest as 
have occurred during the recess. 

You have been already furnished with an abstract of the revenue and 
expenditure of the Settlements during the nine months ending the 31st 
December, 1867, the detailed returns will now be laid before you, and 
you will notice with satisfaction that the expenditure of the Settlements 
daring this period was considerably within the revenue, and that of asum 
of about $124,000 directed to be raised by way of loan for certain special 
objects, upwards of $32,000 was furnished from current revenue, which, 
with an actual excess of revenue over expenditure of $43,000, makes the 
entire saving during the nine months over $75,000. 

Having given much attention to the manner in which the affairs of the 
towns are managed under municipal courcils composed partly of numinated 
Officials and partly of elected non-official members, I have come to the 
conclusion that I am called upon to put an end to an arrangement the 
result of which is unsatisfactory, so far, at least, as the Government par- 
ticipation in its control is concerned. I have expressed my opinion on 
this point to the municipalities, and have received replies from each of 
them on which I have made a minute, and I have to invite your consi- 
deration to the subject as one of much importance to the interests of the 
Settlements. 

The works for supplying with water the town of Singapore having been 
a long time in hand, I have called on the colonial engineer for a report on 
their state, and the causes which have led to this delay. This report which 
will be laid before you I am glad to say exonerates the existing public 
works department from any blame in the matter, whilst it holds out a 
prospect of the early completion of this important work. 

By an alteration in the contract for the conveyance of the European 
mails, the steamers of the Peninsular and Oriental Company have been 
released from the obligation of touching at Penang. A strong appeal has 
been made to Her Majesty’s Government showing the serious injary which 
must result to the Settlement if this arrangement be not cancelled, and I 
am not without hope that this will be conceded, and that we shall be re- 
lieved from the necessity of making provision to supply the postal re- 
quirements of the Settlements, a measure which would probably entail 
heavy expense. : 

The pressure under which trade has suffered of late has had its effect 
upon gome branches of the revenue, but on the whole the financial .con- 
dition of our affairs is satisfactory. Of course when taxation is raised 
to so great an extent directly from the people any material change in the 
number or character of our population would havea serious effect on our 
revenue, but so long as our present circumstances continue, I think oar 
revenue ought to be sufficient to meet all legitimate demands that can be 
made upon it. 





PENANG. 

As might have been anticipated from the active public spirit 
lately manifested in Penang, the residents in that settlement 
have lost no time in forming an association there to aid and to 
act in concert with the “Straits Scttlements Associations ” 
already organised in London and Singapore. A preliminary 
meeting for this purpose was held on the 25th April, at the 
Exchange-room, and was attended by the following gentlemen :— 
Messrs. M. F. Davidson, J. Buttery, J. Macfarlane, M. A. An- 
thony, H. J. D. Padday, L. Nairne, J. Allan, W.C. S. Padday, 
A. Gentle, C. C. Wiget, S. A. Anthony, C. O. Harbin, H. R. 
Reid, W. H. Foston, and F. C. Bishop. 

The following report is given by the Penang Gaztle :—The 
proceedings having been duly opened by the sheriff the meet 
ing proceeded to elect a chairman, and on the proposal of Mr. J. 
Allan, seconded by Mr. L. Nairne, Mr. M. F. Davidson was 
unanimously elected to fulfil the important post. Mr. Mac- 
farlane acted as secretary pro tem., in the absence of Mr. B. 
Rodyk, who had been previously requested and had consented 
to act in that capacity, but was unavoidably prevented from 
attending the meeting. The chairman in addressing the meet- 
ing briefly stated that all prosent had met together with the 
view of forming: an association for the purpose of watching 
over. and protecting the commercial and also the general 
welfare of our island, and to proclaim against any act of 
local legislature that might prove detrimental to our interests. 
The Chairman further stated that all present had doubtless 
heard of the Associations at present formed in London and 
Singapore for the same praiseworthy motive, and he (the 
Chairman) trusted that these Associations, in conjunction with 
our own, would use their best endeavours for furthering the in- 
terests of our colony, and be able to successfully resist any per- 
nicious innovations of our fancient rights and privileges.—The 
following resolutions were then passed :— 

“1, That an association be formed this day, to be called the 
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Straits Settlements Association of Penang, to co-operate with 
the associations already furmed in Lovidon and Singapore. 

‘©9, That the Association shall consist of all those present 
at this meeting, and such other gentlemen as are interested in 
tho. prosperity of this settlement, and who may desire to join. 

“3. That the Association shall elect a chairman, secretary, 
and a committee of five members, auy three of whom, with the 
chairman and secretary, shall form a quorum, and that the 
Association shall act through them. 

“4, That the committee appointed shall have power to fill 
up vacancies in this body, subject to the approval of the first 
general meeting thereafter. 

“5. That any necessary expenses shall be defrayed by the 
association out of a fund subscribed by the members when 
called upon to do so. 

“6. That the following gentlemen do form a committee :— 
L. Nairne, Esq., J. Allan, Esq., H. Padday, Esq., F. C. Bishop, 
Esq., and J. Macfarlane, Esq. 

“ Amendment by Mr. J. Macfarlane, seconded by Mr. C. O. 
Harbin, that Mr. L. Nairne declining, Mr. A. Gentle be substi- 
tuted.” 

After this resolution had been passed, and a vote of thanks 
returned to the chairman, the meeting separated.

Coumercial Report. 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—Up to the date of the departure of the mail no improve- 

ment had taken place in the position of commercial affairs. On the day 
of departure, however, there had been some evidences of renewal of activity, 
and there was a general opinion that a cessation of the existing political 
difficulties would not fail to bring about a favourable change in business 
affairs. Grey shirtings: A few sales for re-export constituted the only 
business done. For other cotton goods the demand had entirely ceased. 
Woollens: the only business done had been in Black Camlets, which 
had sold as high as $18.30, and in the cheaper kinds of black 
cloth. Blankets: None on the market; the demand continued. No 
other Woollen Goods were in any enquiry, and quotations must be 
taken as nominal. Metals remained as quoted in our last, with little 
doing. We hear of sales of Tin Plates at $8 to 8.50. The quotations 
were :—Cotton Yarn—Nos. 16 to 24, per picul $41 tu 42; 28 to 32, $42 
to 44; 38 to 42, $38 to 39. Grey Shirtings—7 Ibs. per piece, $2.30 to 
2:45 ditto, 8.4 Ibs., $2.80 to 2.83; ditto, 8.6 to 8.8 Ibs, $2.80 to 2.90; 
White Shirtings, 56 to 60 reed, per piece, $3.10 to 3.40; ditto, 64 to 66 reed, 
$3.50 to 3.70; ditto, 68 to 72 reed $3.70 to 4.10. T-Cloths, 6 Ibs., $2 to 2.10; 
ditto, 6.8 to 7 Ibs., $2.20 to 2.50; Camlets, S, per piece, $16 to 17; 
ditto, SS, $15.50 to 16; ditto, SSS, $13 to 14; ditto, BB, $16 to 17; 
ditto, BBB, $16 to 17; Camlet Cords, $3.75 to 5.25; Orleans Plain,

SuHancuar.—Cotton Goods: For some time subsequent to the departure 
of the last mail a quieter feeling pervaded the market for Plain Cottons, 
consequent upon less favourable advices having been received from 
Tientsin. Later accounts, however, being of a more hopeful nature, 
a slight reaction had taken place, and Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., 
which at one time were quoted Tis. 2.2:4 to 2.2.8 per piece, were 
at the close valued at Tls. 2.2.5 to 2.3 per piece. Purchases ‘to 
arrive” had for the most part eceased. White Shirtings had been 
in small inquiry at last mail rates. T-Cloths had met with a fair 
demand, best makes being those in most favour. Fancy Cottons had not 
been asked for. The Agamemnon (str.) and Forward Ho had arrived 
from England with cargoes of manufactured goods. Woollens: Spanish 
Stripes, Medium, Broad, and Habit Cloths had been in a little more 
inquiry at the low rates current. Camlets had met with but little atten- 
tion. Long Ells had been in better demand, but values showed no quot- 
able change. Lastings showed no signs of improvement. Figured Orleans 
had been in speculative inquiry, and large sales had resulted at quotations. 
Metals :—Nail rod iron had been in fair demand, but other descriptions 
had not been asked for. Lead had been in small inquiry, and prices had 
ruled slightly weaker. Tin plates dull of sale at lower value. Quicksilver 
declined in price. Coals :—Since the 14th April the only arrivals had been 
1,025 tons Formosa coals, which sold at Tls. 7.0.0 to 7.5.0 per ton from ship. 
All other kinds were without transactions, and with theexception of Cardiffs, 
stocks of all kinds were nil in first hands. The current quotations were as

Hankow.—There had been less anxiety evinced on the part of dealers 
to get into stock until a better inquiry manifested itself for Grey Shirt- 
ings, and quotations, which at one time were lower, were firm by last 
accounts at last mail’s rates. White Shirtings had been in fair demand, 
but rates showed no improvement. For T-Cloths the enquiry had beep 
moderate st Jast quotations. Grey Drills had been in fair demand at fully 
previous figures. In Fancy Cottons there had been no change to record. 
For Camlets the demand had continued limited. Lastings were firm, but 
the enquiry had been small. Long Ells had been forced off, and prices 
roe consequently further given way. Figured Orleans sold at former low 

igures. 

Hoxc Kono.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Cir- 
cular, dated 30th April:—Cotton Yarn: A good business has been done 
in this article, principally in Nos. 16 to 24, which are about $2.50 per 
bale dearer, but other numbers are not much wanted, and sales have been 
made at a decline about equal to the improvement in Nos. 16 to 24. 
Stocks have been further increased by late arrivals from London. Piece 
Goods; Manufactures are still much neglected, and prices generally are a 
little lower, but there is some inquiry for 7]bs. T-Cloths at last quotations, 
and holders of best chops 8.4lbs. Grey Shirtings are fairly firm. 40 yard Eng- 
lish Drills are wanted for Northern markets, and are again dearer ; 30 yard 
maintain their values, and we can note no change in White Shirtings. A 
small quantity of American Drills, 40 yard, has been quitted on easier terms. 
Woollens: Long Etls have further advanced. Spanish Stripes are some- 
what weaker. Dutch Camlets rather dearer. Blankets are ont of stock, 
and sales to arrive are reported to have been made at $6.50 per pair— 
10 Ibs. Lastings and English Camlets are without change. Metals: 
Almost all descriptions continue in demand, and Nail Rod Iron, Wire, 
Tin, and Lead have advanced in value, particularly Wire and Lead. There 
is no stock of the latter in first hands, Bar and Hoop Iron, Steel and 
Tin Plates, are firm at last quotations, but Quicksilver and Spelter 
are lower. Coal: The only arrival has been one cargo of 560 tons 
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Sydney to consuners. No sales have been reported, and we make no 
change in our quotations.

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

Yoxounama.—During the short period that had elapsed since the last 
dispatch a very moderate business had been done ; about 600 piculs had 
been settled, consisting of Good Medium to Fine Grades; prices ruled 
the same as last quoted, and the market closed without any change. 
Arrivals had increased stocks to about 1,000 piculs. The Rifleman sailed on 
the 15th April with 333,291 Ibs. for New York. Quotations: — Common, 
$18 to 22 per picul ; Good Common, $22 to 24; Medium. $24 to 26; Good 
Medium, $27 to 30; Fine, $31 to 32; Finest, $83 to 35; Choice, $36 
to 45. 

Suanouat.—Black : There was no stock remaining, and consequently 
no business had to be noted. It is too early yet to speculate on the pros- 
pects of the coming season, and experience would show that the opinions 
of the natives at this stage of the proceedings are of little value. Green: 
The small stocks previously existing had been cleared off at unaltered 
prices; consisting principally of Shanghai-packed teas, at prices ranging 
from Tls. 244 to 30. One chop of common country tea had been pur- 
chased at Tls. 30 per picul. There was no stock remaining. 

Hankow.—The arrangements for the new Teas were nearly completed. 
It is stated that the amount of capital engaged in the trade is larger than 
that employed last year. The total number of hongs is less, the deficiency 
being in the inferior districts of Oopack and Oonam, while in some of the 
favourite countries the number is in excess of last season. Quotations 
were merely nominal, and there was no stock on hand. 

FoocHow.—No transactions had taken place either at this port or at 
Kiukiang. 

SILK. 


Yoxonama.—Supplies had been on a miserable scale, and quite insufi- 
cient to keep business current. Available qualities had been taken at 
about the same rates as before quoted. The Silks arriving had been in 
large proportion from the Oshu and Northern districts, and it would appear 
that the communication with Mybasb, Sinchu, and Shimonita is more and 
more interfered with by the disturbed state of the country. Settlements, 
including 206 bales, which went forward per M. I. str. Phase, amount 
to about 400 bales. The stocks were estimated to amount to about 400 
bales. The quotations (laid down in London, all charges included at ex- 
change 4s. 4d. six months sight) were as follows :—Mybash, Sinchu, &., 
1, 2, 34s. 10d. to 35s. 10d. ; ditto, 1, 2 and 8, 32s. 1d. to 83s. 11d. ; ditto, 
2,3 and 4, 288. 5d. to 31s. 2d.; ditto Inferior, 25s. 7d. to 27s. 10d.; 
Ozhu Best, 33s. to 36s. 2d.; ditto Medium, 28s. 5d. to 31s. 2d.; ditto 
Inferior, 24s. 11d. to 26s. 9d.; Coshu 1, 2 nom., 31s. 2d. to 32s. 3d.; 
ditto Medium, 27s. 6d. to 30s. 5d.; ditto Inferior, 23s. 9d. to 26s. 7d. ; 
Sodai 1, 2, 273. 6d. to 31s. 2d.; ditto Inferior, 238. 9d. to 25s. 7d. 

SuanGnal.—There was no alteration to notice, prices remaining un- 
altered, and purchases having been restricted to a very small compass. 
The mulberry trees being backward there was every probability that the 
new Silk would be rather later than usual, and it is to be feared that prices 
will open quite as bigh as last year, if the high rates at which contracts 
were reported to have been made for leaves are any criterion. The last 
P. and O. str. left on the 16th April with 491 bales Chinas and 216 Japans 
for England, and 96 and 394 bales for France, the P.M. str. Costa Rica, 
on the 17th April, with 4 bales Chinas, piculs 2.35, for New York, and 
the Messageries Impériales steamer, on the 22nd April, with 79 bales Chinas 
(7 bales of which were for New York) and 155 bales Japans for France, 
and 129 and 51 for England. 

Canton.—There were no settlements to advise, and no change to note 
in prices. Dealers, although willing to sell, could not be induced to accept 
the offers made them. Reports from the country were not so favourable 
for the new crop, rains and cold weather having, it was said, destroyed a 
large part of the first yield. It was impossible to form any idea of the quality 
of the coming supplies. We give the following quotations, which show no 
alteration from those of last mail :—Tsatlee, No. 1,$500 to 510 per pical ; 
Tsatlee, No. 2; $470 to 475; Loongkong, $500 to 510; Re-reeled Cum- 
chook, $530 to 545. :

Had strong easterly gales from this point antil 
passing St. Pauls, when had light and variable winds until sighting Java 
Head on the 26th March; 86 days out. Was clear of the Straits of Sunda 
on the 30th March, and reached Gaspar Straits on the 2nd April, having 
light airs and calms, which continued until arrival at 7 P.of., on the 25th 
instant, 116 days out. Spoke on the 4th April, in Gaspar Straits, the 
British schooner-rigged steamer Ashunta, from London to Nagasaki, 136 
days out (under sail). On the 8th April in lat. 0.24 south, and lon. 107.45 
east, the British barque Monkchester, Macao to London, 13 days out. 

The British ship Wemyss Castle, which left London on the 28th De- 
cember, and the Downs on the 29th of the same month, reports having. 
had light and variable winds in the Channel, and one heavy south-easterly 
gale in the Bay of Biscay: afterwards had light south-east trades to the 
Equator, which was passed on the 26th January in lon. 28.31. W; 29 
days out. Towards the south had light south-east trades and fair 
weather, crossing the meridian of the Cape of Good Hope on the 22nd 
February, in lat. 39 S.; 56 days out. From this point to St. Paul’s had 
moderate and fresh weather, and afterwards very light S.E. trade.

Spoke off Java Ilead on the 29th 
March the barque Parans, Yokohama to London, 39 days out; in Gaspar 
Straits on the 8th April, the British barque Monkchester, Macao to Lon- 
don, 15 days out; same place and date, the American ship Windward, 
bound north; onthe 20th April, off Cape Padaran, the ship Considius(?), 
Bangkok to Hong Kong. ; 

The North German barque Batavia, which left Hamburg on the 14th 
November, reports having experienced moderate winds and light north 
east trades to the Line, which was crossed on the 22nd December in lon. 
22.50 W. Had fresh S.E. trades to the Cape of Good Hope, the meridian 
of which was passed on the 20th January. The weather continued fine 
after passing the Cape ; sighted St. Paul's Island on the 7th February, and 
bad moderate weather to Sandalwood Island, March 1.

THE PENANG MAIL SERVICE.

The Straits Association have prepared and issued a pamphlet on 
the case, showing the injustice of omitting Penang in the new mail 
service, and it is intended to bring the matter forward again in the 
House, in order that the case may be impressed on the Postmaster-

FRENCH MAIL SUBSIDIES. 

Tue following letter, addressed to the Editor of Zhe Times, 
relates to the course of the French Government in taxing the 
nation to pay heavy subsidies for mail services to countries 
where there is no bona fide French trade ; it has e:pecial refer- 
ence to the new contract with the Messageries Imperiales :— 

“ Sir, —Struck with the force of the observations which appeared in 
the City article uf The Times of the 9th inst., on the subject of the con- 
tract about to be submitted to the Chamber of Deputies for the establish- 
ment of a French line of mail steamers in the South Pacific, with a eub- 
sidy of three times the mileage rate paid by our own Government for a 
similar service, I am induced to offer a few remarks on a projet de /oi also 
to come before the Chamber shortly for an extension of the mail services 
in the East now carried on by the company of the Mersageries Impériales, 
this proposed extension of operations being marked by the same difference 
which distinguishes the action of the French Government from that of 
our own in the West—namely, the grant of a subsidy greatly in excess 
of that payable to the English company for performing identical work. 

“ Assuming that the experience of many years has enabled the English 
Government and the English steam companies to arrive at a fair estimate 
of the amount of subsidy necessary for the support of a particular mail 
line, it is not easy to discover the grounds on which the Frecch companies 
require, and the French Government are found as willing to grant, sabsi- 
dies so greatly in excess of what may be looked upon to some extent as an 
ascertained standard. 

“The Messageries Company were at much pains to explain to their 
shareholders and the public, in some of their early reports, that the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Company recefved for their first mail contract with the 
East a much higher rate of subsidy than that for which they were able to 
perform the mail services of a later period, and that for this reason it had 
been arranged that the French contract should work on a graduated scale 
and a diminishing rate of subsidy during the twenty-four years of its dura- 
tion. The argument was not, however, illustrated by a comparison of 
figures, for reasons which will be presently obvious. 

‘When the Peninsular and Oriental Company, in 1842 and 1843, 
pushed the pioneer force of their fleet into the Indian Ocean success was 
altogether problematical. but they created and developed a trade which 
expanded in a few years into very important and unexpected dimensions. 
Great establishments proper to steam navigation eprang up at Calcutta, 
Hong Kong, and Bombay, while places such as Suez, Aden, Point de 
Galle and Singapore grew into busy stations, each infusing life and 
activity into the other by means of the communication kept up, and the 
support afforded by the large fleet of steamsbips running at fixed and fre- 
quent intervals between the Far East and the terminal ports of Marseilles 
and Southampton. 

“Tt was only natural that the managers of a powerful and enterpris- 
ing institation such as the company of the Messageries Impériales should 
cast a longing eye upon a trade flowing in and out of their own port of 
Marseilles. They had their line of steamers to Alexandria, and they saw 
beyond Suez not the unexplored commercial regions into which the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Company ventured eighteen years before, but a fertile 
and cultivated district, the soil of which (if the word may pass) had been 
won and reclaimed by the power of steam; praduce and passengers were 
passing to and fro on the high roads laid down by the English company 
but the soil and the highways were equally open to the French company 
they had but to send their ships and set up their own agencies and stations 
to reap a share of the barvest. 

“They consequently adopted a course not altogether consistent with 
existing circumstances, in going before their Government in the garb and 
character of pioneers, saying, give us the pav of pioneers for a long term 
of years, lend us State capital, promise to take our stock in trade off our 
hands if you go to war and damage our business, and we will go forth and 
try to make a commerce with the East. 

“Their application was entirely successful. They obtained a contract 
for twenty-four years; the rate of subsidy for the first term of three 
years was 19s. 8d., the average rate for the whole term was 15s. 8d. per 
mile, The rate of subsidy for the first or tentative contract of eight years 
with the Peninsular and Oriental Company was 17s. 1d.; for the last six- 
teen years it has been under 6s., and for the next twelve years it will range 
between 6s. 1d. and 7s, 8d. 

«In their present application to their Government for a contract for an 
increased service the Messageries Company still stipulate for a subsidy 
greatly in excess of that payable to the English compiny, and the excess 
they are to receive must be regarded as 80 much money liberated from the 
ordinary requirements of their business, and available asa fund where- 
with to play a most unequal game in competing for the traffic by which 
each company must mainly subsist. 

“The French company claim equality with the English in the matter of 
the speed and accommodation of their steamers, and they do not urge that 
their expenses exceed those of the English, but the demand for such a 
great excess of subsidy above that which satisfies the English contractors 
implies either a consciousness of inferiority in some respect or a desire to 
win the race at the cost of the tax-payer. 

“The English Government are, to the extent of the difference between 
the minimum and maximum of the eubsidy—namely, 1s. 6d. per mile— 
partners with the Peninaular and Oriental Company in the new contract 
just commenced, and this circumstance invests the proceedings of the 
French Government and the Messageries Company with a national interest 
they would no: otherwise possess.—I am, Sir, your obedient aki :

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THE SUEZ CANAL COMPANY. 

M. de Lesseps has met his shareholders once more in Paris, and laid 
before them the reports and accounts for the past year, together with 
statements relative to the actual condition of affairs at the present 
moment. Like almost all official documents, and especially French 
documents, the report is unnecessarily long, the same statements 
cropping up in more than one place. Those parts of it which interest 


English readers may be given in very moderate compass. 
‘With respect to the financial statement it appears that the total 


expenditure to the end of April last amounted to 288 millions of 
francs, and the receipts from all sources to 346 millions, leaving a 


balance in hand of 58 millions. The emission of 333,333 debentures 
at 300 francs each, repayable in fifty years at the rate of 500 francs, 


with a yearly interest of 25 franca each, has reaulted in the placing of 


only 108,398 to the present time. This would not generally be looked 
upon as very gratifying, but M. de Lesseps apeaks of it ‘‘ as a eatisfac- 


tory result, showing the legitimate confidence which the undertaking 
inspires, and the sympathy which it receives.” The Emperor has per- 
mitted the society to adopt the lottery principle for the placement of 


the remaining obligations. 
The great canal is positively to be opened on the first day of October, 


1869. About that neither M. de Leaseps nor any.of the engineers and 
contractors have the slightest doubt,and, we must add, taking the figures 


and statements as we find them in the report, we see no reason, unless 
cash should run short, why time should not be kept.

The report, speaking of the arrangements at Port Said and the 


capabilities of the canal, says that the cargo of the Cromwell, consisting 
of 58,000 bales and cases, was transported from that port to Suez be- 
tween the evening of the 19th of March and the morning of the 24th of 


the same month. 


FRAUDS IN SILKWORMS’ EGGS. 
The Florence correspondent of The 7imes writes as follows :— 
“You are aware that of late years there has been a very large impor- 


tation of silkworms’ eggs from Japan to Italy, with a view to repairing 


the ravages of disease among the worms in this country. To a consider- 
able extent the plan has proved successful, although the descendants of the 
Japanese by no means invariably escape—at least, in the second and third 
generation—the mysterious affliction which bas long played such havoc 
with one of the most important and lucrative of Italian productions. 
Latterly, complaints have been heard even of the eggs imported direct 
from Japan. To all appearance they were of good quality, but it 
seemed they were not proof against the prevailirg epidemic. A 
circular that has just been addressed to the presidents of agricultural 
committees by the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce accounts 
otherwise for the deterioration. A system of fraud has been 
detected. The Minister declares it to have come to his know- 
ledge that a great number of cases containing empty papers of the 
kind in which the Japanese eggs are usually sent have been received by 
a Milan house. These papers are duly stamped and inscribed in Japanese; 
they bear the Custom-house mark usually put on them at Yedo on their 
way to the Yokohama market. The Minister declares it beyond a doubt 
that these papers were intended to receive Italian eggs, which would be 
sold to the public as genuine Japanese—thus discrediting the only eggs on 
which is now based a hope of reviving sericulture in this country. The 
discovery appears to have been due to the refusal of certain Japanese 
houses to submit their papers of eggs to the inspection and atamp of the 
Italian agents and consuls in Japan. The Minister promises great vigil- 
ance to defeat these frauds, for, he adds, he has reason to believe that other 
Persons are on the alert to follow the example of the Milan house above 
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It is true that 
there is an immense deal of work to be done, thirty-two millions of

alluded to. According to an official publication in 1863, the total value of 
the cocoons produced in the provinces which now compose the kingdom of 
Italy was upwards of four millions sterling. Tv obtain this there had been 
imported 56,129 kilogrammes of eggs, at a cost of 24 millions of francs, or 
nearly a million sterling.” 


THE RUSSIANS IN CENTRAL ASIA. 

It appears there was little exaggeration in the report originally trans- 
mitted from Bombay, which announced a great battle between the Bokha~ 
rians and the Russians, resulting in the victory of the Russians, and the 
death of the Emir of Bokhara in the field. Official information from St. 
Petersburg confirms this despatch in all but one particular. It is not 
said that the Emir was killed, but it is authentically stated that the Ras- 
sians did advance to Samarcand, that they engaged, on the 2nd of last 
month, a Bokharian army 80,000 ‘strong, utterly routed it, with slight 
loss to themselves, captured the enemy’s artillery and camp, and, finally, 
occupied Samarcand without resistance. It is further stated that the 
hostilities were forced upun the Russians by the ‘bad faith ” of the Emir, 
and that the ground they thus gained was gained entirely against their 
will. It would be of little avail to question the sincerity of these repre- 
sentations, but in commen candour we may remark that the case alleged 
for the Russians is precisely such as we times out of mind have alleged 
for ourselves. We have always declared that our conquests in India were 
forced upon ug, for the most part, by political neceasity. We have charged 
one native Prince after another with ‘ bad faith,” and we have expected the 
world to believe us. In short, what, according to the Russian account, has 
now happened to them in Central Asia is simply what, beyond all question, 
has repeatedly happened to ourselves in India, This, however, is a point 
of no practical importance. The Russians, involuntarily or by design, have 
made, we must presume, a stride in advance. Whether they have occupied 
Bokhara as well as Samarcand seems uncertain, nor can we exactly say 
what amount of actual advantage, strategical or political, the victory may 
represent. Possibly they find they have too much upon their hands, but, 


‘| upon the whole, we may reasonably suppose that they have taken one step 


more towards that supremacy in Central Asia at which they are believed 
to aim, and which we have been taught to regard with alarm. This un- 
doubtedly is the light in which the case will be viewed in India, and the 
whole unmarageable and insoluble question of our policy in this respect 
will be raised once more. We trust it will be allowed once more to drop. 
It would be impossible for any one to prove that the Russians have no de- 
signs upon British India, though it cannot be unreasonable to imagine that 
there is room enough in Asia for both us and them. We cannot even say 
whether they are advancing with any set purpose or deliberate intent to- 
wards our frontier; but what we can say is, that if they should so advance 
it is not by any means certain they would be bad neighbours to us, and 
that if they are to be bad neighbours, we cannot mend the matter by ad- 
vancing to meet them. 





COURT OF BANKRUPTCY. 
IN RE GEORGE LYALL. 


This was an application for an order of ere » by the bankrupt, 
who was a merchant carrying on business at 13, Leadenhall-street, in 
copartnership with C. F. Still, under the firm of Lyall and Still, and 
also at Hong Kong, and elsewhere in the East, in partnership with 
C. F. Still and G. F. Maclean. Mr. Bagley was counsel for the 
assignees ; Mr. Reed and Mr. Finlay Knight opposed on behalf of Mr. 
Lomtnb of Manchester, a large creditor; Mr. Sargood supported the 
rupt. 

The calves did not oppose; but on behalf of Mr. Liebert, whose 
debt amounts to £40,000, the application for discharge was resisted, 
mainly on the ground that the bankrupt had contracted debts without 
reasonable expectation of making payment. It appeared that tho 
bankrupt joined Messrs. Still and Maclean in partnership in 1863. 
They were engaged in the tca trade, and thcir transactions were of 
considerable magnitude. In 1865 a deficiency of £65,000 had accrued 
which in 1866 had increased to £141,477 ; the actual deficiency at the 
time of the bankruptcy being £143,300. It was urged that the bank- 
rupt had supported a failing trade by gradually increasing his pur- 
chases, and that he had continued his business much longer than he 
oughtto have done. Goods of considerable value were received by the 
bankrupt from Mr. Licbert and consigned to Mr. Maclean, at Hong 
Kong, advances being obtained upon them from time to time from 
the banks. A mass of correspondence between the bankrapt and Mr. 
Maclean was put in, in order to show that the firm was in embarrassed 
circumstances long before the failure occurred, and reference was par- 
ticularly made to a letter written by Mr. Maclean in October, 1866, in 
which, alluding to the difficulties of the firm, he said, ‘‘ mail after 
mail they have been inetd worse and worse, and I am now at the 
climax, and | confess I do not see any way om of them, except by some 
desperate meagure.” 

The case stands adjourned. 





MISCELLANEOUS. 


Tre Mont Canis Line.—The 7imes correspondent at Florence writes 
—" At the time of the trial trip over the Mont Cenis, it was definitely 
settled by the directors there present that the line should be opened for 
passenger traffic on the 8th inst., and the decision was telegraphed on the 
23rd of May from St. Michel to Paris and other places. By a letter 
which reached me yesterday from St. Michel I learn that owing to no final 
arrangement having yet been come to with the Paris, Lyons, and Mediter- 
ranean Railway on the one hand, and the Alta Italia Railway on the 
other, with respect to the correspondence of trains and the establishment 
of a joint time-table, the opening of the Mont Cenis line has unavoidably 
been again for a few days postponed. A telegram from the Paris diree- 
tion, received here subsequently to my letter, says that the 15th will be 
the day. Meanwhile a number of persons have been across by trial and

special trains, and all those of whom I have heard the report express them- 
selves delighted with the trip. I yesterday saw a letter from a French 
engineer, who crossed a week ago in five hours by one of the last trial 
traine, on his way from Florence to Paris, and who had previously ex- 
pressed himself with some distrust as to the merits of theline. He seems 
now at a loss for words sufficiently eulogistic to express his opinion of its 
security, comfort, and perfect success.” 

Srzam SHirpummprxe on THE Cxirpr.—Messrs. W. Denny and 
Brothers, of Leven, have launched an iron screw, named the Abyssinia, 
built for the British India Steam Navigation Company. The dimensions 
of the Abyssinia are 240ft. Gin. by 30ft. and 19ft. Her burden is 1,065 
tons, builders’ measurement, and she will be supplied by Messrs. Denny 
and Co. with direct-acting surface condensing engines of 200-horse power 
nominal. Messrs. Wingate and Co. have launched from their yard at 
Whiteinch a screw of 187 tons builders’ measurement, named the Celt, 
100ft. by 20ft. and 10ft., and fitted with engines of 30-horse power 
nominal. ‘This small steamer bas been built to the order of Mr. J. B. 
Sheriff, of Glasgow, and is intended for the West Highland trade. Messrs. 
Randolph, Elder and Co. have launched from their yard at Fairfield, Glas- 
gow, a screw-steamer of 1,339 tons, builders’ measurement, and 250-horse 
power nominal. This steamer, which has been named the Biafra, is of 
the following dimensions :—Length over all, 285{t. Gin.; breadth, 32ft. ; 
depth (moulded), 20ft. 9in. ‘The Biafra has been built for the African 
Steamship Company, and is intended for carrying mails to the West Coast 
of Africa. Her engines, which are being supplied by Messrs. Randolph, 
Elder and Co., are on their patent compound high and low pressure prin- 
ciple, with surface condensers. Messrs. Blackwood and Gordon have 
launched a paddle named The Lady Mary, intended to be used for passen- 
ger tratlic between Ardrossan and Arran. This steamer has been built to 
the order of the Duke of Hamilton for the convenience of his tenants in 
Arran and summer visitors resorting thither. Her dimensions are :— 
Length, 173{t.; breadth, 20ft.; depth, 8ft. Gin. She will be fitted with 
oscillating engines of 110-horse power. 

A Use ror CuingsE “ Taits.”—A correspondent writing from Paris 
tells the following story :—‘ I was in a hairdresser’s shop a few days 
ago, when a man entered who offered for sale a large lot of Chinese tails. 
I mean human hair tails, such as adorn the heads of the subjects of the 
Celestial Empire. The bargain was soon struck at the low rate of two 
francs and a-half per tail, and the vendor was encouraged to bring as 
many more as he could procure. The hair was coarse and black, and did 
not seem to me fitted to add to the attractions of any female head, so I 
inquired to what use it could be put. ‘Use!’ exclaimed the hairdresser ; 
“Soyez tranquille. I am not anxious about that. There is such a de- 
mand for hair just now that we are too happy to buy whatever we can 
get.’ I tell you this story, as it may furnish a useful hint to some of 
your lady readers, on fashion bent but still of frugal minds. They will 
be glad to know that by asking for Chinese tails they may procure cheap 
hair for country toilets, or more especiatly for sea bathing.” 

JAPANESE SILKwoRMS IN Europe.—Accounts concerning the con- 
tinental silk crop continue to vary, but good ones seem to preponderate. 
In Lombardy it is likely that the crop will be superior to last year's. The 
cocoons begin to come to market, and at every railway station travellers 
will see baskets, bags, and bundles of the white and yellow wealth on their 
way to the nearest town. Generally speaking, and judging from a large 
number of letters and reports received from the principal silk-growing 
centres, a good yield is obtained only from worms proceeding from Japa- 
nese eggs. The eggs of worms hatched from Japanese eggs often prove 
a failure as regards produce of silk, but there are exceptions, as in the 
Province of Bergamo, where the crop is reported good even from the 
second generation. Attempts are still made to naturalise that variety of 
the Japanese worm which feeds upon the oak leaf instead of the mulberry, 
but a great many of them die, and some growers imagine this to be be- 
cause in Japan they live in the open air instead of being, as here, confined 
inrooms. They are curious and beautiful insects, differing in form from 
the ordinary silkworm, and of a brilliant grass-green colour, with pro- 








tuberant glossy white spots upon the sides, which have exactly the appear- 


ance of pearls. 

A Hint For Traveccers.—A well-known German traveller, F. 
Jager, in his ‘'Sketches of Travels in Singapore, Malacca, Java” (Ber- 
lin, 1866), describes the powder of the Pyrethrum roseum as a specific 
against all noxious insccts, including the troublesome mosquitoes and 
‘those which attack collections. He says: —‘A tincture prepared by 
macerating one part of the Pyrethrum roseum in four parts of dilute alco- 
hol, and, when diluted with ten times its bulk of water, applied to any 
part of the body, gives perfect security against all vermin. I often 
passed the night in my boat on the ill-repated rivers of Siam without any 
other cover, even without the netting, and experienced not the slightest 
inconvenience. The ‘buzzing,’ at other times so great a disturber of 
sleep, becomes a harmless tune, and, in the feeling of security, a real 
cradle-song. In the chase, moistening the beard and hands protects the 
hunter against flies for at least twelve hours, even in spite of the largely 
increased transpiration due to the climate. specially interesting in its 
action on that plague of all tropical countries, the countless ants. Before 
the windows and surrounding the whole house where J lived at Albay, on 
Luzon, was fastened a board six inches in width, on which long caravans 
of ants were constantly moving in all directions, making it appear an 
almost uniformly black surface. A track of the powder, several inches in 
width, strewed across the board, or some tincture sprinkled over it, proved 
an insurmountable barrier to these processions. ‘The first who halted 
before it were pushed on by the crowds behind them; but, immediately 
on passing over showed symptoms of narcosis, and died in a minute or 
two, and within a short time the rest left the house altogether.” 

Tur Stamese Royaut Fami.y.—The King of Siam has published an 
official list, with the names of all bis children, the dates of their birth, and 
of the dates of those deceased. The whole number is 81, of whom the 
eldest was born in 1823, the youngest in 1868. Sixty-six are now living. 
The late second King had 63 children, of whom 30 are now living. 

_ Tue JaraNnesg Trou re.—Last week the wife of Hamai Kari Sada- 
kichi, chief of the troupe now performing at the Lyceum Theatre, pre- 
sented her lord and master with a little girl, This, it is said, is the first 
child of pure Japanese blood ever born out of Japan. °

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) ° 
Hameure, June 2. 
A petition has been presented to the German Parliament by Herr A. 
Bernstein, praying that a national expedition be sent to Celebos or some 
other favourable position in the Far East to make scientific observations 
of the total eclipse of the sun that will take place on the 18th of August. 
Count von Bismark expressed himself in favour of the petition, and pro- 
mised to lay it before the Federal Council. That Assembly, however, de- 
clined recommending its adoption by the Parliament, and proposed to leave 
it to the decision of the separate Governments. Notwithstanding this, the 
subject was brought forward for general debate in Parliament, and created 
a long discussion. The Federal Commissioner, Herr von Delbruck, ob- 








jected to making it a national undertaking, on the ground of the expense, 


and there being no funds available for the purpose, or, as he put it, “‘ the 
Federal Constitution contains no clause granting powers and money to 
observe eclipses of the sun.” The amount mentioned in the petition 
(6,000 dollars) would moreover be very inadequate, for the German As- 
tronomical Society had also sent in a petition, and their estimate of the 
expense was 16,000 dollars, to which must be added at least 10,000 more 
for travelling expenses, and the President (Count Bismark) even made it 
380,000 dollars, even without employing a German ship of war, as pro- 
posed. On the division that ensued the House agreed to the proposal by 
all against seven votes. It is understood that the expedition will consist . 
of eight observers, representing the different branches of science, and in- 
cluding a photographer with the needfal apparatus. Madras is fixed on 
as the station at which the observatory is to be established, whilst the 
Austrian scientific expedition will have its head quarters at Aden. 

Dr. A. Petermann, of Gotha, who carried off the founder's gold medal 
of the Royal Geographical Society this year, and which he well deserves 
for his indefatigable efforts in the cause of geograpby, has fitted out at his 
own responsibility an expedition on a small scale to try and reach the North 
Pole this summer. It consists of a small sailing brig of only eighty tons 
—not 800 tons, as I have seen stated in a English paper—built in Nor- 
way, strengthened and fitted out at Bergen, in that country, that sailed on 
the 28rd May. The vessel has been named the Germania, and is com- 
manded by one Karl Koldewey, a Hanoverian, who has performed several 
voyages to Hammerfest and Archangel as chief mate of a Bremen vessel, 
and as such has been a good deal in the ice. His second in command is 
named Hildebrandt, the son of a clergyman near Bremen, who has also 
served as chief mate; the rest of the crew are Germans, accustomed to the 
northern whale fishery, and two Norwegians from Tromsoe, who have 
wintered at Spitzbergen, and are acquainted with the Esquimaux language, 
thirteen men all hands told—an ominous number—whilst the expedition 
is called the ‘German North Pole Expedition of 1868.” The expenses 
are calculated to amount to 15,000 dollars (about £2,000), and Dr. Peter- 
mann invites the public in Germany to support him by contributions, 
which are flowing in very freely, the King of Prussia heading the list with 
the munificent gift of 5,000 dollars out of his Privy Purse. According 
to the latest list published, about 10,000 dollars had been collected. From 
a private letter received a few days ago by your correspondent from Dr. 
Petermann, he announces his intention of visiting this city in the course 
of this week, when he will probably convene a public meeting and address 
them on behalf of his spirited undertaking. 

But the expedition will be exposed to a serious competition in fighting 
its way to the North Pole, by another one fitting out by the Swedish 
Government in the port of Carlscrona, the King having granted the use 
of the screw steamer Sofia, one of the strongly built so-called winter post- 
office packets, made to withstand any amount of knocking about in the 
ice. ‘The main object of the Swedish expedition is to lay down a base line 
and measure a degree of longitude on the island of Spitzbergen, after 
which they will proceed north and endeavour to reach the Pole. But Dr. 
Petermann’s Germania, though only a sailing vessel, has a good start, as 
the Sofia cannot sail before the end of this month, and will be detained at 
Spitzbergen till the end of August, though I must not omit to add that 
the Swedes have taken all that into consideration, and have purposely made 
that arrangement, their experience teaching them that it is just during 
the autumnal months of September, October, and November that the 
Arctic Sea is most free from ice. The steamer will be manned by sailors 
of the Royal Navy, and the command given to a naval officer, but the 
expense of the expedition will be borne partly by private contributions, 
and partly by the Academy of Sciences at Stockholm, the only conditions 
required by the Government being to insure the vessel for her real valae 
of 108,000 Swedish rix dollars (about £6,500), and deposit the policy of 
insurance with the head of the Post-office department; and, secondly, to 
distribute the scientific collections brought home between the museums of 
Stockholm and Gottenburg. 

Having been kindly permitted to perase the code of instructions drawn 
up by Dr. Petermann for the guidance of Captain Koldewey, I am enabled 
to add that the greatest discovery of the voyage is to becalled after Konig 
Wilhelms; that every means are to be taken to bring home a couple of 
Esquimaux (a man and a woman, if possible), as the population is sup- 
posed to be more numerous the further one proceeds to the north; that in 
case of being baffled in their endeavours to pierce the barrier of ice, they 
are to search for a country to the east of Spitzbergen, said to have been 
seen in 1707 by some Dutch whalers, ard called by them “ Gilles Land;” 
but that their first object is to make the east coast of Greenland in the 
latitude of between 744 and 75 degrees, and visit the observatory erected 
on Pendulum Island by General Sabine (which island the learned doctor 
has now re-christened ‘Sabine Island”), from whence they are to follow 
the main coast line of Greenland (but avoiding bays and fiords), and dis- 
cover if possible its true configuration within the Arctic circle.

HOLLAND. 


_ (FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rotrerpam, June 2. 

According to the latest news, from a very authentic source, the Cabinet 
in spe will be composed as follows :—Mr. C. Fock, Burgomaster of Am- 
sterdam, Minister of the Home Department; Mr. Roest van Limburg, 
ex-Ambassador at Washington, Foreign Affairs ; Mr. P. P. van Bosse, 

Finance; Mr. F.G. R. H. van Lilaar, Justice; Mr. E. D. Waal, Colo- 
nies; General Van Mulken, War Department; Captain- Lieutenant of 
the Marines, L. G. Brocx, Marine Department. If this communication is 
true, and I have reasons to believe that it is, then certainly the Conserva- 
tives have no reason to blame the majority of the Second Chamber of the 
States General, which condemned the former Cabinet. Indeed, it cannot 
be said that they are desirous of filling the vacant places, for only one 
member of the actual Chamber appears upon the new list. I fervently 
hope that this Cabinet will remain in office. The discontent was so general 
that, had the crisis been prolonged, the public would have unquestionably 
adopted extreme measures. I need not add that this Ministerial combina- 
tion is the work of Mr. Thorbecke, who was invited by His Majesty to 
form a Cabinet when Mr. Mackay was obliged to relinquish the task. The 
new list is quite Liberal, and I have the firm conviction that the new 
Minister of the Colonial Department will be greeted with the greatest 
approval in India. That Mr. ‘Thorbecke has not reserved a portfolio for 
himself no one can wonder who recollects the manner in which the leader 
of the late Cabinet was intrigued. 

Six years ago the Minister of the Colonial Department called the 
attention of the Chambers of Trade to the question of how the Go- 
vernment had to provide the money for the administration in India, or 
rather which method was preferable, by sending money from here to Java 
or by selling produce in India. The Chambers of Amsterdam and Rot- 
terdam immediately recommended the latter measure. But no alteration 
has been made in the manner in which the money is provided. Both 
the Chambers have again addressed the Government to the effect— 
first, that gradually more produce should be sold in India; second, to re- 
quest that the Government bills shall be sold by public auction, and that 
only guilders and half-guilders shall be sent from here in such quantities 
as are needed for actual circulation. These strong appeals on behalf of 
free trade have now a favourable chance of being realised, at leastif Mr. 
De Waal accepts the portfolio of the Colonial Department. 

The festivals at Heiligerlee to inaugurate the monument erected in re- 
«membrance of the battle against the Spaniards, in which Adolf van Nassau 
perished, have been held. The King was represented by the Prince of 
‘Orange. On this occasion the iron-clad De Panter, built in England, re- 
‘ceived the name of Heiligerlee. ; 

During the whole month of May the finest weather prevailed. The 
crops of wheat, potatoes, &c., are promising so much, that already the 
prices of grain and fruits are becoming lower every day. 

On the 29th of May a festival took place at Nicuwe Diep, when the 
Japan medical officers, Itoe Gempak and Hajasi Kinkai left that place, 
where they had completed their studies. In the name of the Japanese 
Government, and also by the students themselves, several rich presents 
were made to the authorities of the maritime hospital. 

By this mail the firat number of the Gazette de Java will reach our 
colonies. Asa curiosity I state that this paper is printed at Paris as the 
special organ of the demi-monde. The title is derived from the Argot, 
spoken and written by ‘ces dames,” and which they call Je Jacanais. It 
is the ordinary French language with this exception, that all the vowels 
are doubled. 

His Majesty has granted permission to Mr. A. J. Bauduin, our Consul 
at Hiogo, to accept the Cross of the Order of St. Stanislas, Second Class, 
conferred upon him,by the Emperor of Russia.

THE PROPOSED NEW TELEGRAPH TO INDIA. 

Ir is with no little regret that we record the failure of an- 
other effort to induce Her Masgsty’s Government to recognise 
the national importance of an efficient line of telegraphic com- 
munication with India and the East. What is justly described 
as “an influential deputation "—for it comprised amongst others 
the names of Mr. Cracrorp, M.P., Lord W. Hay, Sir CHARLEs 
Baiaut, Sir S.Cannina, and Captain SHERARD OsBorN— waited 
on Sir StarrorD NorTHcorE at the India-office to lay the facts of 
the case before him, and to urge the propriety of the suggested 
line being at once undertaken by the Government ; or, if there 
were any valid reason against that, to ask for a guarantec such 
as would enable a company to attempt it under favour- 
able circumstances. The SECRETARY gave a decided negative 
to either proposition. The arguments adduced by the deputa- 
tion and the pith of Sir Srarrorp’s reply we have given at some 
length in another part of this paper ; it is sufficient to say here, 
that the effort of the deputation ended in hopeless discomfi- 
ture. The almost worse than useless condition of the present 
line is exemplified by a memorial of the Glasgow Chamber of 
Commerce, which states that during a period of six months 
there were sent from a firm in Glasgow to Calcutta twenty-one 
messages, at a total cost of £124 19s., or on the average of 
£5 19s. each ; that one message was delivered on the 26th day 
after its despatch ; that another, despatched from Glasgow on 
the 24th of August last, bas never been acknowledged by the 
Calcutta house; that, excepting theso two messages, the re- 
maining nineteen required on the average upwards of six days 
for transmission, the longest period occupied being fifteen and 
the shortest (this being au exceptional case) two days. During 
the same period twenty-six messages were received in Glasgow 
from Calcutta, costing about £8 each, requiring for transmission, 
on the average, very nearly five days (the longest period being 
thirteen and the shortest two days). Only two of these latter 
messages were rendered accurately, there being about five errors 
in each of the others, ten occurring in one and fifteen in another. 
These are but a few of the proofs brought forward of the urgent 
necessity that exists for Government interference ; yet the only 
concession vouchsafed is a vague promise that the Government 
“ will do everything in their power to improve existing lines.” 
This is poor satisfaction indeed. 

At the same time we are glad to note a prospect of im- 
mediate improvement in the communication on this side of 
Alexandria. The Anglo-Mediterranean Company has already 
obtained the requisite capital (£260,000), and wili commence 
operations without delay. This company has arranged for the 
purchase, in perfect working order, of the land line now nearly 
completed from Susa (where the French wires terminate) to 
Modica, in Sicily, and has also contracted for the laying of a 
deep-sea cable, of a construction specially adapted to the bed of 

_ the Mediterranean, between Malta and Alexandria. This 
cable is now in full course of manufacture by the Telegraph 
Construction and Maiutenance Company, and will be laid in 
August, under the superintendence of Sir S. Canning. ,Between 
Modica and Malta the medium of commuuication wil for the 
present be the existing cable of the Mediterranean Extension 
Company, but a duplicate cable will be laid hereafter. Although 
this line passes through Italy, it will be worked throughout by 
the English clerks of the company—a very great advantage. 
Thus in about four months we may expect to have a line of 
communication as nearly faultless as possible, as far as Alexan- 
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dria ; beyond that, we must wait, and hope in the Anglo-Indian 
Company. It must not be supposed, by the way, that the Anglo- 
Mediterranean is in any way hostile to the undertaking just 
mentioned ; on the contrary, we understand that arrangements 
have been made by which the Mediterranean wires of the one 
will eventually form a link in the scheme of the other. It is 
stated that a renewed effort will soon be made to continue this 
line to India by way of the Red Sea. 








CONSULAR AND DIPLOMATIC APPOINTMENTS. 

TsE rumour that was lately current of Sir RurHERFoRD 
Avcock’s approaching return to this country has not yet re- 
ceived any authoritative confirmation, nor, on the other hand, 
is it contradicted ; the balance of probability, we should say, 
inclines to its correctness. Sir Ruraerrorn’s retirement from 
this field would of necessity occasion a good many changes, and 
some important posts would have to be filled up. In China 
the three gentlemen whose names first present themselves as 
likely to gain considerable preferment are Messrs. WabDe, 
RosBeRTsoN, and WINCHESTER ; in Japan there are no Consular 
officers of equal standing with the two latter. Probably neither 
of these three would replace Sir RurHerrorD ALCOCK, for 
Sir Harry Parkes has «lone good service in China, and, 
moreover, there is already a precedent in Sir RuTHERFORD's 
own career for the transfer of a minister from Yedo to Peking. 
A repetition of this step seems to us more than likely, and in 
that case it is almost certain that one of the three gentlemen 
we have just named will be the new Plenipotentiary in Japan 
Mr. Ropertson has had a long term of office in China, and 
would perhaps hardly care, at this period, to enter on a new 
field; Mr. WabE’s inclinations, considering his intimate know- 
ledge of Chinese character and his deep study of the language, 
would probably lead him to prefer remaining at Peking ; while 
Mr. WINCHESTER, in addition to a long and useful career in 
China, has had considerable experience at two ports in Japan, 
and for some time ably filled the post of Charge d’Affaires at 
Yedo. We shall therefore not be surprised to see Dr. WIN- 
CHESTER, who is now, we believe, on his way home from Shan- 
ghai, go out again shortly as Minister to Japan. The vacancy 
at Shanghai will, no doubt, be filled by Mr. Mzpnunsz, from 
Hankow. 


THE ISTHMUS OF SUEZ. 

A CORRESPONDENT who has just passed through Egypt sends 
us some interesting particulars of the present condition of the 
Isthmus. Sucz continues to progress, and is, in fact, becoming 
a place of vastimportance. The past year shows great changes, 
the Abyssinian war having doubtless given a considerable im- 
petus to trade, and perhaps the sudden terminatior of this 
undertaking will tend to check the rate of progress for the pre- 
sent. Suez people are all agreed that the canal will be a suc- 
cess if only another four millions can be raised in addition to 
the eleven and a-half already expended onit. It is now oon- 
sidered certain that even large steamers will be accommodated 
by it. The P. and O. Company’s supplies of coal for Suez all 
pass through the canal, being transshipped into lighters 
at Port Said, and sent alongside their steamers at Sues 
in the same vessels, which is of course a great con- 
venievce. They have lately sent 12,000 tons through 
in this way, and the canal contractors are said to receive 8,000 
tons per month in the same manner. The new line of rail 
from Suez to Iemaila and thence to Alexandria is now nearly 
complete, and will be opened for traffic in a few months ; pas- 
sengers by the overland route will then be enabled to go through 
direct and avoid Cairo, by which a saving both of time and 
fatigue will be effected. The new hotel at Cairo is said to be 
by far the most cleanly and comfortable there, the furniture 
and fittings being all new and good—but it is hinted that there 
is still room for improvement in the management. The pre- 
eident of the Canal Company has issued a circular containing 
an account of the general state of the works, from the 15th of 
March to the 15th of April, and from this date to the 15th of 
May ; to which is annexed a table of the receipts from transit 
by the canal from 1867, and the first three months of 1868.

second ditto, 262,752f. 27c,; third ditto, 300,321f. 56c. ; 
fourth ditto, 474,597f. 35c. During the first quarter of 1868 
they were 544,961f. 85c., showing an increase on the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1867 of 289,8)2f. 18c. In another column 
we give some extracts from an interesting account of a visit to 
the canal works, by Mr. Losnirz, of Glasgow.

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THE HONG KONG ASSOCIATION. 

Art length a reply has been received from the Colonial-office 
to the memorial addressed to the Duke of EuckincHaM by 
Mr. Waite, on behalf of the committee of this Association. 
It ia quite on the ordinary official model. ‘The memorialists 
are informed that his Grace “has read with much interest 
“the views and suggestions "—rather curious phraseology by 
the way—and that the Mint would be closed, which they knew 
before. Our readers however will be glad to learn that the 
affairs of the colony are receiving the “careful consideration ” 
of the Secretary. The letter is us brief as it is vague, so we 
give it in full. 

Downing-street, June 5, 1868. 


Smm,—With reference to your letter of the 4th April, I am directed 
by the Duke of Buckingham and Chandos to state that his Grace has 
read with much interest the views and suggestions which it contains 
upon the general financial condition of Hong Kong. 

I am directed to inform you that the Colonial Government has been 
authorised to close the Mint, and thus free the Revenues of the Colony 
from the expense attendant upon working that establishment, and I 
am to assure you that the whole question of the expenditure of the 
Colony is receiving the careful consideration of the Secretary of State. 
—I am, Sir, your obedhent servant,

The petition of the colonists to the House of Commons will 
have to be presented very soon, if anything is to be done with it 
at all this session. The document has already appeared in 
our columns, though not in its entirety, and as the utmost pos- 
sible publicity is desirable to pave the way for a full discussion 
ofthe matter in the House, we reprint it, with all the signatures. 


To the Honourable the. Commons of the United Kingdom, in Parliament 
Assembled. 


The Humble Petition of the Undersigned Residents in the Colony 
of Hong Kong 

Showeth :—That the charge upon the revenues of this colony of 
£20,000 a year, as 8 military contribution in aid of the expenses en- 
tailed upon the British Government by the maintenance of troops in 
China, has proved to be a burden which the colonial finances are 
unable to bear. Three years ago, when the contribution was imposed, 
these finances were in a sound and prosperous condition. On the Ist 
of January, 1865, the surplus of assets over liabilities was $298,000, 
while in the beginning of 1867 there waa only a nominal surplus of 
$24,000 shown on the public accounts. This sum, moreover, was 80 
far from being available that the Government was driven to use for 
current expenditure money belonging to suitors in the Supreme Court, 
and when this was called for, to borrow $100,000 from the local banks 
at a high rate of interest. 

That the considerations which induced the Duke of Newcastle to de- 
mand a military contribution of £20,000 a year from Hong Kong are 
expressed in a despatch from his Grace to Mr. Mercer, then Acting 
Governor of Hong Kong, dated September 5th, 1863, in which he 
says:—‘ Although I am aware that the receipts from land sales 
may be expected to fall off, I think it undeniable that the general 
financial position of Hong Kong is, and is likely to remain, in a highly 
sound and prosperous state; I can hardly doubt that exclusive of the 
balance in hand, amounting as I have said to £98,000, there will be an 
annual sum of £30,000 or £40,000 available for public works, and what 
may be called extraordinary purposes.” 

In a succession of despatches extending over the next twelve months, 
Mr. Mercer and Sir Hercules Robinson remonstrated urgently against 
the proposed tax. They pointed out that the colony was not able to 
bear the burden imposed, and if it had been able could not justly be 
called on to do so. The troops stationed in Hong Kong were sent out 
here ‘‘ because England's share in the foreign trade of China is esti- 
mated at over thirty millions sterling ; because this trade is mostly 
carried on in British vessels from the open ports in China, at 
each of which we have British settlements and British subjects, 
for whom we claim exemption from territorial jurisdiction ; because 
in the managements of this vast trade, and in the Government 
of our own subjects scattcred along the whole seaboard of China, 
in the foreign settlements, now fourteen in number, we are ne- 
cessarily brought into constant intercourse with the Chinese Go- 
vernment, and there can be no doubt that the presence of a 
small body of troops somewhere nearer China than India has an excel- 
lent effect in averting difficulties, while they form a base of operations 
if misunderstandings should unfortunately arise.” Sir H. Robinson 
declared the troops superfluous as far as the safety of Hong Kong was 
concerned, and undertook to be responsible for the maintenance of 
good order in the colony with the aid of the local police force alone. 
He also peinted out that the military authorities occupied land in the 
centre of the town which if it could be resumed by the colony would 
let for £10,000 a year, so that in a pecuniary sense the community 
were positively losers rather than gainers by the presence of the troops. 
The colony, in fact, ‘‘ was established, not for the purposes of coloni- 
sation or for the advantage of future colonists, but solely because it 
was considered it would be a convenience to the mother country on 
political and military grounds.” 

That in 1847 a committee of your honourable House reported in 
reference to Hong Kong, ‘‘ Nor do we think it right that the burden 
of maintaining that which is rather a post for general influence, and 
the protection of the general trade in the China seas, than a colony in 
the ordinary sense, should be thrown in any degree on the merchants 
or other peraons who may be resident upon it :’—The committee on 
military defences in the colonies (1860) include Hong Kong by impli- 
cation amongst those in which garrisons are maintained for objects

altogether independent of and distinct from the defence of the par- 
ticular countries in which they are situated, and the committee were 
of opinion, “ that as these garrisons are maintained without reference 
to the wants and wishes of the inhabitante, they should be dealt with 
exceptionally, and not included in any general scheme of colonial con- 
tribution.”—Again, so late as in 1861, the sclect committee of your 
hon. House on Colonial military expenditure, included Hong Kong 
in the class of ‘‘militury garrisons, naval stations, convict depots, 
maintained chiefly for ohjecta of Imperial ie responsibility 
and main cost of the defence of which properly devolve on the Imperial 
Government.” 

That in reference to the capacity of Hong Kong to pay the £20,000 
a8 year, it will be seen the Duke of Newcastlehad argued thata surplus 
revenue from £30.000 a year might be reckoned on by Hong Kong in 
future. Sir H. Robinson earnestly strove to convince his Cirace that 
he was mistaken, and that this surplus could not be anticipated. 
Events, as your petitioners have shown, have justitied the arguments 
of the late governor. The Duke of Newcastle, however, declined to 
alter his opinion on the subject, and wrote: “It is impossible for me 
to doubt that the security given to the inhabitants and trade of Hong 
Kong by the presence of H.M. forces, would be cheaply purchased by 
an annual payment of £20,000 and therefore I should not be doing 
justice to the inhabitants of this country if I failed to require that the 
Imperial Treasury should be relieved to that extent, as soon as possible, 
from the burden of supporting that force.” While this correspondence 
was going forward, the colony was under a pledge to invest £50,000 in 
building a mint, which had been suggested by Sir H. Robinson asa 
means of benefiting the colony, and of saving a large sum lost on ex— 
change to the Imperial Government. When the demand for a military 
contribution was made, Sir H. Robinson stated that he would never 
have proposed the Mint if he had been aware of the intention to impose 
this tax. He therefore urged that the £50,000 might be regarded as 
military contribution paid in advance, and be looked on as an ad 
vance from the Home Becariaent on account of the Mint, to be repaid 
ag the expected profits should accrue. Mr. Cardwell, however, into 
whose hands this suggestion fell, could not “ allow the payment to be 
encumbered by any circuitous arrangement with the British Treasury.’ 
The colony was thus required not only to pay the military contributions, 
but to expend in another direction its accumulated surplus capital, by 
the sacrifice of which it might otherwise have etaved off for a few years 
the embarrassments by which it has now been overtaken. 

That remonstrances having proved of no avail, the Governor ander 
compulsion brought the proposed vote before the Legislative Council. 
Official members, who are not at liberty to vote in opposition to orders 
from the Colonial-office (see Sir H. Robinson's despatch Sept. 7th, 
1864,) are in a large majority on this council, and the vote was con- 
sequently passed, but the council immediately afterwards passed, by a 
majority of eight to one, a resolution declaring wat the maintenance 
of troops in Hong Kong was not necessary for the protection of 
colonial interests. A public meeting was then held, and a memorial 
to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, deprecating the contribu- 
tion, and signed by nearly the whole mercantile community was sent 
home. Mr. Cardwell, however, declined to accede to the prayer of 
this memorial, and from the let January, 1865, the contribution was 
exacted. During the current year, however, the payments have fallen 
into arrears, as the colony has been reduced to acondition of insol- 
vency. On the lst of January, 1863, the surplus of assets over lia- 
bilities was $475,000, or £99,000, but since that date the expenses of 
establishing the Mint have absorbed over $300,000, for which invest- 
ment the colony may be said to have received no return whatever, ag 
the undertaking has proved such a complete failure that its gross earn- 
ings have amounted to little more than $10,000. The annual accounts 
of the colony meanwhile have shown a deficit in every year since 1863, 
as will be seen by re following figures taken from official records :—

Daring the present year all old accumulations having been absorbed, 
it was found impossible to continue the regular payments of the con- 
tributions, and they fell into arrears ; but your petitioners understand 
that the Secretary of State for the Colonies sent out to the Government 
of Hong Kong imperative orders that these arrears should be paid, and 
that if necessary the required sums should be raised by new systems 
of taxation. In-consequence of these orders the present Governor, Sir 
R. MacDonnell, was driven to avail himself of an ordinance pro- 
viding for the establishment of stamp duties, passed in 1866, against 
the vehement remonstrances of nearly the whole community. Partly 
by means of this new tax, which frightens the Chinese and en- 
dangers the commercial existence of the colony, and partly by 
means of sums which have accrued from the issue of licences 
to Chinese gambling-houses, it is possible that the arrcars of 
the contribution and the amount due for the current year may 
be extracted from the colony. Meanwhile, however, the Praya or 
quay which skirts the harbour side for more than two miles, which 
may perhaps be considered the main thoroughfare of the town, and on 
which most of the principal warebouses stand, remains in the delapi- 
dated state to which it was reduccd to by the autumn typhoons. The 
Government has no funds with which to undertake its effective repair, 
and has made an effort, the issue of which is still uncertain, to fasten 
the legal responsibility for the repair of the Praya upon the marine 
lot-holders. To the future your petitioners look with dismay. 

That briefly recapitulating the arguments brought forward by Sir H. 
Robinson and in this humble petition, your petitioners represent the 
military contribution to have been unfairly imposed upon Hong Kong 
because the garrison was not sent here for the sake of the colony. On 
the contrary, the island was obtained from China, and made the price 
of the peace of Nanking, because the British Government wished to 
establish a garrison upon it. To reduce the expenses of the place, 
merchants were encouraged to come here, buy land, and pay regular 
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ground rent, in return for which they were offered the incidental 
advantages of residence ina British colony. This succeeded so well 
that the land tax and rates which they paid cleared the expenses of 
the Civil Government in 1855, and have continued to do so ever since. 
But, deluded by the appearance of a full treasury, containing the 
accumulated premia paid for land lots, which was, in fact, the 
capital of the colony, and should never have been included in a 
revenue account at all, the Duke of Newcastle came to the con- 
clusion that the revenue would yield a progressive surplus. He 
therefore decided that the colony should first of all pay for the 
establishment of a mint with the money it had in hand, and after- 
wards pay a regular military contribution of £20,000 a year with its 
expected surplus. His Grace imposed the contribution in the face of 


the report by the committee of your honourable House, as your peti- 


tioners have shown. 


The injustice of levying this tax was thrust out 


of sight, because it was supposed that Hong Kong could so easily pay 


the amount demanded. 


So far was this supposition erroneous that 


in attempting to do so the colony has been reduced to the verge of 


bankruptcy. 


Wherefore your petitioners humbly pray that your honourable House 
will be pleased to take such measures as may procure relief for the 
colony of Hong at from the burden of paying a military contribu- 


tion to the Imperial Government.

NEW PORTS IN JAPAN.

roximo is temporarily deferred, and that further notice will be 
Lenel as soon asit is considered that British subjects may safely reside 
and trade at these places, (Signed) “ Harry 8. Parkes.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 

We have already alluded to the letter addreased by the 
Chairman of the Straits Settlements Association to the Duke 
of Buckingham, expressing the apprehensions aroused in tbe 
minds of all persons interested in those places by the speech 
in which Governor Sir H. Ord alluded to the possibility of 
further taxation being imposed. This letter, which was dated 
the 22nd April, contained an able exposition of the past and 
present condition of the trade of the Straits Settlements, and 
also embodied an overwhelming and quite unanswerable mass 
of evidence to show the impolicy of any courso that would in 
any way alter their character as free ports. This letter has 
elicited the following reply from the Colonial Secretary, which 
is, in our opinion, far too brief to be satisfactory. 

*¢‘Downing-street, 30th May, 1868. 

“ Srp,—I am directed by the Duke,of Buckingham and Chandos to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 22nd April, calling at- 
tention to that part of Sir H. Ord’s speech to his council in December 
last, which had reference to duties on exports and imports and review- 
ing the financial condition of the colony and the estimates of revenue 
and expenditure for the present year. 

‘<1 am to state in reply that his Grace entirely concurs with you in 
the propriety of an economical expenditure of the revenues of the 
Settlements. I am to point out to you with reference to the amount 
included in the estimates for the Government-house, and which was 
$100,000 and not $150,000, that the resolution appropriating the sum 
to that object was carried unanimously in the Legislative Conncil, 
having been moved and seconded by two of the unofficial members to 
whose opinion on questions of expenditure Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment are always disposed to attach much weight. 

* In conclusion, I am to state that Her Majesty’s Government have 
no intention of instructing the Governor to recommend to his council 


the imposition of import duties.

TRIAL TRIP OF THE “TRAVANCORE.” 

The latest addition to the splendid fleet of steamships owned by the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company—viz., the Travancore, a vessel built 
and engined by Mr. John Key, of Kirkealdy—was taken out for a trial 
on Wednesday, the 10th inst. She left the Southampton Docks at 
11.30 a.m., proceeding direct to Stokes Bay, where one run was made 
on the measured mile, and then steamed round the Isle of Wight, re- 
turning into Southampton water at six o'clock, and the London portion 
of the visitors left by the 7.15 p.m, train. The T'ravancore is a screw 
gteamer of 400-horse power nominal (indicated power during the run, 
1,405); her gross tonnage being 1,899), and registered ditto, 1,185; 
length, 281ft. 6in. ; breadth of beam, 35ft. 5in.; and depth of hold, 
27ft. Sin. Her true mean speed when on the measured mile, with a 
strong southerly wind blowing, was 12°245 knots; steam, 24lb. ; 
vacuum, 22in.; revolutions of engines, 59. She had 754 tons weight 
of coals, water, and stores on board, and her draught was 16ft. 6in. 
forward and 18ft. 2in. aft, the mean being 17ft. 4in. There wasa large 
party of ladies and gentlemen on board, including Captain Cuming, 
R.N., Admiralty Superintendent at Southampton; Mr. Frank T. Scuda- 
more, one of the secretaries of the Post-office; Mr. Chetwynd, Account- 
ant-general of the Post-office; Mr. W. Page, Mr. Edmund Yates, Mr, 
Bidwell, Mr. Boucher, and Mr. Joyce, of the Post-office; Mr. Willis, Mr. 
Cockraft, and Mr. Anderson, of the Admiralty; Colonel Macpherson, late 
Acting Governor of the Straits Settlements; Mr. D. Campbell, secretary 
of the African Steampacket Company; Mr. T. M. Mackay, of Leaden- 
hall-street ; Mr. Key, builder of the ship ; Mr. P. Hadow (the recently- 
elected chairman), Mr. Thornton, C.B., Mr. L’Estrange, Mr. James 
Allan, and Mr. Henry Bayly, directors of the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company ; Captain Bain, Mr. A. M. Bethune, Captain Black, Mr. A- 
Lamb, Captain Engledue, and other officials of the company. During 
the run home the party on board partook of a sumptuons dejeuner, 
under the presidency of Mr. Hadow, who availed himself of the op- 
portunity to propose the health of the builder of the Travancore, and 
expressed the satisfaction which the performances of the vessel had 
given to the directors and others. The toast having been responded 
to by Mr. Key, Mr. Frank Scudamore proposed ‘‘ Success to the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Company,” which, he said, really meant success to 
the commercial and maritime] interesta of the nation, for anything 
which would injure so important an arm of the great postal service of 
England must exercise a corresponding influence injurious and detri- 
mental to the whole commerce of the country. The Travancore, 
which is commanded by Captain R. Methven, one of the oldest officers 
in the service, left on the 13th with the outward India, China, and 
Australian mails, and on her return from this voyage she will be de- 
apatched to the other side of the Isthmus of Suez for service on those 
stations. The Afagdala is expected to be ready for sea in about six 
months, and tho Hindostan in about thirteen months. 
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THE HONG KONG GARRISON. 


The Pall Mall Gazette, in drawing attention to certain points 
in the Army Estimates that seem to demand some explanation, 
dwells on the anomalous method in which the Hong Kong corps 
is treated, the suppression of the European force of 676 men, 
and the substitution of an Indian regiment of 880 men being 
actually made to appear as a decrease in the number of troops 
employed! The manner in which this is dono will be under- 
stood by a perusal of the subjoined extract ; we will merely re- 
mark here, that the annual cost of the new force is set down 
in the estimates at £30,000 :-— 

The first point to which we desire to draw attention is the increase 
in the strength of our army. We are aware that this increase is ap- 
parently only an increase of 285 men; but it is really a much more 
serious one. If our readers will take the trouble of referring to the 
fourteenth page of the estimates, they will find a comparison—which 
is accurate with one exception—between the strength of the army last 
year and this. (Here follows an abstract of the tables, showing an ap- 
parent net decrease of 695 men.) It will beseen at once that the whole, 
or almost the whole, of this decrease is in the colonial corps, and if our 
readers will examine the estimates for themselves, they will find that the 
decrease in the colonial corps is more than accounted for by the suppres- 
aion of the Hong Kong corps, whicha year ago consisted, it was estimated» 
of 676 men. But, in reality, this Hong Kong corps never existed at all 
except in the War-office estimates. It never even found its way into 
the official organ of the Secretary of State, the monthly Army List. 
Its abandonment, therefore, does not strike a single man off the effec- 
tive strength of the army, though it diminishes the bold front of the 
army estimates by 676 men. But though the Hong Kong corps has 
been given up, a kindred force has been created under the name of a 
regiment of native Indian troops for service in China. This regiment 
consists of 880 men, and, for some reason unknown, it does not appear 
among the rest of our forces on the 14th page of the estimates. It 
stands, however, in ita full strength on the second and third pages, 
where it converts the apparent decrease of 595 men on the British 
establishment to a real increase of 285 men; and it appears again 
in a very tangible form on page thirty, where it represents a charge of 
£30,000 a year. As, however, credit is taken for the 676 men of the 
Hong Kong corps, which is was estimated did exist last year, but 
which really never existed at all, it follows that the real increase in 
the strength of the army is an increase not of 285, but of 285 plus 
676, or 961 men. It is clear that, if our army is not strong enough 
for the duties it has to perform, we must submit to an increase in ita 
establishment. If, for instance, there are not troops enough at home 
for the real necessities of Great Britain and Ireland, we must add to 
ourarmy. But in that case the increase should be asked for and 
granted on its real merits, and should not be effected by the pretence 
of raising Indian troops for the purpose of relieving European troops 
from a particularly unhealthy duty. 

The Duke of Cambridge, in his evidence before the committee ap- 
pointed to inquire into the duties of the army in India and the colonies, 
stated exactly what should have been done. His Royal Highness, in 
reply to the 2,969th question, said :—‘‘ It is intended at this moment 
to raise a native regiment, or to arrange in some way fora native 
regiment to be at Hong Kong, in addition to the European troops 
already quartered there. But even in that case the general aggregate 
of the European troops of the army is to be reduced to the extent of 
the new regiment of natives which is now going to be sent to Hong 
Kong.” That is the Duke of Cambridge’s statement in May, 1867, and 
we venture to say that it is in exact accordance with the views of those 
who desire, like ourselves, the employment of native Indian troops in 
certain colonies. It was never proposed to add to the British 
troops in a colony a supplementary force of Indians ; it was conceived 
that by the employment of Indians we should be able to withdraw 
a certain portion of the British force from the colony, and thus, 
in some meagure, relieve the army of one of the most unhealthy 
duties it has to perform. It is fair to add that the Duke's own opinion 
is a very different one. He has never concealed his dislike to the sub- 
stitution of Indian for European troops, and he has openly stated that 
his dislike to the scheme is partly founded on a belief that its adop- 
tion would infallibly lead to a mischievous reduction in the strength 
of the British army. But the Duke’s opinions show in the most forcible 


way what was the original intention of those who devised this regi- 
ment of native Indian troops; in the Duke's own words, “ the general 
aggregate of the European troops of the army is to be reduced to the 
extent of the new regiment of natives.” So faras we know, no new em- 
ployment for the army has arisen since his Royal Highness made that 
statement. A regiment of 880 native Indian troops has been raised 
at a cost of £30,000 a year for service in Hong Kong, but the total 
reduction of the strength of the infantry (and it is infantry work which 
these Indians are to do) is a reduction of 113 men. Surely such a 
state of things demands, at any rate, explanation. 
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"THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 


The Florence correspondent of The Times says:—‘' The success of the 
Mont Cenis Railway is likely to revive the agitation for the passage of 
the Indian mails through Italy. The advantage of that roate is more than 
ever obvious now that Susa can be reached from London in thirty-six 
hours. At this time of year it seems that the Italian boats go from Alex- 
andria to Brindisi in seventy-two hours. I know of a recent case of this 
being done. Persons who came by that boat give an excellent account of 
the service on the line from Brindisi to Bologna. On the other hand, the 
atrangements at Brindisi are not all that could be desired. A good hotel 
is wanted, accommodation for repairing steamers, a prolongation of the 
railway to the port. It is urged that neither the company nor the Govern- 
ment is rich, or at present prosperous; and I have heard it hinted that if 
the British Government would undertake to send the mails by that route 
the required improvements would soon be made. This is reversing the 
natural order of things; when tho route is shown to be preferable to any 
other it is quite sure to be availed of. The transfer of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Co rpany’s starting place from Marseilles to Brindisi was foreseen 
and stipulated in the last contract with our Government. The service being 
well done the fact of there being only a single line through Italy would 
not suflice to prevent its being preferred when the route offers such a great 
advantage as sixty or seventy hours’ acceleration, that time being all de- 
ducted from the sea passage which so many dread. It is a geographical 
necessity that our communications with India should be through Italy, 
and neither the Marseilles interest nor the French railway interest, nor 
any of the various pressures, direct or indirect, brought to bear against it 
can possibly suffice long to retard the change. There has been talk lately of 
a project for sending the India mails ria Ostend and Germany, over the 
Brenner Pass, so as to set at naught the opposition offered in France to 
an alteration which would be a great benefit, not only to Great Dritain aa 
the mistress of India, but to all those numerous persons in Europe and 
America who trade or correspond with the East. Brindisi must make its 
way and become the port of embarkation for letters, passengers, and such 
costly articles of merchandise as will bear the expense of an overland 
journey. Meanwhile we hear of the approaching establishment there of 
a telegraphic agency which will undertake to forward new and private 
despatches in all directions.” 

In a subsequent letter the same correspondent adds :—‘ Between Lon- 
don and Bologna, the line by way of France (of which the Fell railway 
forms a short but most important section ) will not be unopposed. Ger- 
many steps forward as a competitor, offering a direct and rapid train, with- 
out change of carriages, from Ostend to Bologna. The route is by Bruasels, 
Verviers, Cologne, Brachsal, Ulm, Kufstein, over the Brenner, to Verona 
and Padua, to which last place the time occupied is to be thirty-four hours, 
from Padua to Brindisi twenty-two, altogether fifty-six, or in round num- 
bers, and allowing amply for stoppages, within sixty hours. A line of 
railway from Verona to Modena would further shorten this route, but there 
seems little chance of that being made at present, the Italian Government 
declining to increase its guarantees. As it is, however, the Germans hope 
they may be able to compete successfully with the line by France. If they 
do 80, it will be mainly in consequence of the indisposition of the French 
authorities to facilitate the traffic over their territory between England and 
India when the point of exit from France shall be the Mont Cenis instead of 
Marseilles. The unwillingness shown to accelerate the communication 
with Italy has brought many persons to think that it would be desirable 
to avoid France altogether, and the Germans naturally desire no better 
than to despoil her, to their own prolit, of any advantage she now derives 
‘from the traffic of England and North Europe with Italy and the East. 
The Germans, like ourselves, complain bitterly of the twelve hours’ deten- 
tion their letters undergo in Paris for want of a morning mail to St. 
Michel. I am informed, and there appears no reason to doubt the state- 
‘ment, that the letters from England and Germany destined for Marseilles, 
and which reach Paris in the morning, are immediately forwarded, while 
those for Italy are, we know, laid by until night. This is manifestly un- 
fair to the Italian mercantile interest, to say nothing of the general detri- 
ment to the public. The French authorities may rely upon it they are 
accumulating a great store of ill-will towards themselves by their conduct 
in this affair. It ia in opposition to the spirit of the age thus to impede 
international communications for the sake of petty local interests. It 
would not be surprising if some difficulties were yet to be made about 
establishing correspondence of French trains with the Fell railway.” 





ALLEGED FLOGGING OF A MERCHANT CAPTAIN. 


A very extraordinary report has been circulated in the Jerusalem to the 
effect that Capt. Jones, of the steamer Far East (under charter to Govern- 
ment as atroop-ship in Abyssinia), had been flogged by order of the Pro- 
vost Marshal for disobedience of orders. Such a starement was deemed 
altogether untrue, but the friends of Capt. Jones took the trouble of 
making inquiries on the subject, and the result was a distinct repudiation 
of the whole thing. The following are copies of the certificates on the 
subject which entirely acquit Capt. Jones. The writers of the statement, 
Mr. Cox, and his brother, who propagated the story in England, will no 
doubt be made to satisfy Capt. Jones on his arrival in England :—

It appears that a report has been in circulation to the effect that Cap- 

tain Jones, of the Far East, underwent punishment on shore for some 


offence said to have been committed by him. This report is utterly with- 
out foundation, is devoid of truth, and is calumnious.

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DEATH OF RAJAH BROOKE. 

Sir James Brooke, K.C.B., late Rajah of Sarawak, died on the 11th 
instant at Barrator, his seat in Devonshire. Probably no Boglishman 
in the present century has had a more varied and eventful career, and 
in no part of the world were his achievementa more appreciated than 
in China and the Straits. Sir James sprang from a family long seated 
in the county of Somerset, and was born in 1803. He received his 
education at the Norwich Grammar School, and afterwards entered the 
Indianarmy. After some active service; during which he was seriously 
wounded in Burmah, he abandoned a military career, and, purchasing 
a yacht, sailed for Sarawak, in Borneo, in 1838, with the intention of 
endeavouring to put anend to piracy in the Eastern Archipelago. 
Having ingratiated himself with the Sultan of Borneo, he was raised 
to a high post in the Government, and commenced with great vigour 
the work of civilisation. His measures for the suppression of piracy 
wete, however, so severe as to cause considerable outcry in England ; 
his conduct was discussed in Parliament with much acrimony on both 
sides, and the question brought under the attention of the Govern- 
ment by Mr. Hume. Eventually Sir James succeeded in completely 
clearing himself from the imputations which had been cast upon him. 
On his return to England he became the hero of the hour, and, on 
being created an honorary D.C.L. at Oxford, received in the Sheldonian 
Theatre quite an ovation. Not long after, when the isle of Labuan 
was purchased by the British Government, he was selected as 
Governor, with a salary of £2,000a year. But his strange and event- 
ful public career was not destined to end here. After the expiration 
of his government at Labuan, having remained in the service of the 
Sultan of Borneo as Rajah of Sarawak, he adopted a policy which gave 
great offence to the Chinese, who destroyed his property, and whose 
vengeance nearly cost him his life. Sir James, however, was not the 
man to submit to humiliation at their hands. Having collected a 
small force, he reduced his enemies to the most desperate straits, put 
to death hundreds of them, and desolated their settlements. When 
he again returned to England it was with the especial object of per- 
suading the British Government to take Sarawak under its protection. 
He pointed out the importance of the position, the commercial advan- 
tages which might be expected from it, and the probability that it 
would otherwise become a possession of the Datch; but Lord Derby, 
then Prime Minister, failed to feel the cogency of these arguments, 
and declined to take action in the matter. Whether the motives 
which prompted Rajah Brooke in his advocacy of this scheme were or 
were not disinterested was at the time much questioned, but those 
who knew anything of hia personal character could never doubt the 
purity of his motives. The immediate cause of death was another 
atroke of paralysis, a seizure from which the Rajah had already suffered 
more than once. 0 :

Monetary and Commerctal,

The half-yearly meeting of the P. and O. Company was held 
on the 4th instant, P. D. Hadow, Esq., in the chair. The pro- 
ceedings were comparatively uninteresting, for the directors’ 
report was of such a satisfactory nature that the only thing to be 
done was to approve it and pass a vote of thanks for the able 
management that had produced so favourable a result. There 
was, of course, a handsome tribute to the memory of Mr. An- 
derson, and beyond this the only noticeable feature was an allu- 
sion to the impending change in the French mail service, with 
regard to which the chairman stated that when the fortnightly 
service of the <Jfessageries commenced, arrangements would 
probably be made to preveut the two services clashing one with 
another. Extracts which embodied the principal features of 
the report were given in our last issue. 

The decision of the Lords Justices of Appeal in the case of 
Captain Felix Jones, a depusitor in the Commercial Bank (that 
he is uot entitled to rank as acreditor, inasmuch as there was no 
proof that he had accepted the new bank as his debtor in place 
of the old one) is of great importance, and will probably be ap- 
pealed to the House of Lords. ‘this will open the door to other 
actions of a similar nature, which in the end will swallow up a 
large amount in legal proceedings, and thus impoverish the 
estate, and diminish its yield to the creditors. It caunot be 
expected that the latter will now show any further leniency, 
but will insist on the calling up of the remaining £15 per 
share from the shareholders forthwith. The dividend of over 
2s. 6d., which has been waiting some time to be distributed, 
will now be further delayed, and the prospects of the creditors 
ultimately receiving even 15s. in the pound are much injured 
by these proceedings. 

At a general meeting of the shareholders of the Suez Canal 
Company, lately held in Paris, M. de Lesseps announced, in the 
midst of unanimous applause, the termination of the work for 
the lst of October of next year. In stating the position of 
the works and the resources available, he mentioned that there 
was a sum of fifty-eight millions in hand, and that a loan of 100 
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raillions i iu bonds with prizes would auffice to complete the ' 
undertaking. 

The action brought by the consignees of tea, per Wild Deer, 
for delivery of cargo in a damaged condition, is likely to be 
heard this month. 

The Maggie Leslie, from China, via Batavia, experienced some 
detention in discharging, owing to her bottomry, as the bond 
stipulated thut bulk was not to be broken until its payment. 
The cargo is being discharged in very fuir condition. 

The report of the Ceylon Company (Limited), to be presented 
on the 16th inst., recommends a dividend at the rate of 8 per 
cent. per annum, which will leave £4,401 to be carried for- 
ward. 

The Messageries Imperiales Company propose to pay a divi- 
dend for the past year at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum. 

Sir James Emerson Tennent has joined the board of the 
Ceylon Company (Limited). 

Mr. Balfour, formerly manager in India of the Agra Bank, 
and whose management there was prudent and successful, goes 
out by the present mail to take the position of manager of the 
Bank of Bombay. 

The steamer Travancore takes £49,454 in specie for the East, 
of which £25,615 is for China, £22,200 for India, and £1,539 
for Point de Galle. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Poonah, from Southampton on the 13th inst., was in gold, to 
Galle £1,539, to Bombay £1,400, to Madras £10,000 ; in silver, 
to Bombay £10,900, to Hong Kong £24,635, to Foochow £980. 
Total in gold £12,939, in silver £36,515. 

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month and four months 
ending 30th April last have been issued. The exports again 
show a falling off in value, the total for the four months this 
year being £55,998,068, against £56,186,529 in the same 
period last year, and £62,357,579 in that of 1866. ‘The de- 
crease is in the following articles: apparel, beer and ale, cotton 
manufactures—in value only, the quantity showing a large in- 
crease—haberdashery, hardware, linen yarn and manufactures, 
machinery, and woollen manufactures. On the other hand, 
iron and steel and woollen yarn are in excess of the amount 
last year. 

Among the imports raw cotton has largely augmented, the 
increase being chiefly from the United States ; while wool ex- 
hibits a diminution of nearly 20 per cent. ‘The articles sub- 
ject to duty and entered for consumption, in which the prin- 
cipal changes are apparent, are the following: wheat, an increase 
of about 25 per cent., mainly from the United States ; tea, an 
increase of 30 per cent. ; and wine, of 11 per cent. The com- 
puted real value of the principal articles imported, for the three 
months ending 3lst March last, was £46,409,094, against 
£44,326,045 in the first quarter of 1867, and £49,481,688 
in the same period of 1866.

The following is from Messrs. James Steains and Co.’s report :— 

Dulness, with a limited extent of business, has been the characteristic 
of the tea market during the past month, a period broken by those national 
holidays which always interfere with trade. Nevertheless, prices of Con- 

uu have been firmly maintained, and as exporters cannot hold off any 
onger, we look for yet higher rates for good common up to medium quali- 
ties, as the large home and foreign consumption still runs largely on these 
sorts, whilst the quantity afloat of all kinds of Congous is not more than 
4,000,000 Ibs. to meet a delivery of nearly 36,000,000 before the new 
crop comes to hand, and even then it will not consist of common descrip- 
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tions, so that the drain upon these must continue far on to the end of the 
year.

SILK. 

The market has improved during the past week, and much inquiry has 
existed, which in the last two or three days has resulted in a fair business at 
full prices. Preference is given to good and fine silk, especially Japans, 
for which there is a great demand, but owing to their scarcity business in 
such is limited. The accounts of the European crops begin to be unani- 
mous as to their not being equal to last year. 

Corroy.—In the London market only scanty sales have been effected on 
the spot, export orders being few, and limited to lower prices than holders are 
generally inclined to accept, but a decline of about 3d. must be quoted. For 
arrival, however, there has been more disposition to sell, especially distant 
shipments, and prices have gradually receded to the extent of 4d. to 3d.

The supplies of East India descriptions, especially of good qualities, have 
been small, and the only sales to report are of 400 bags Java at 64s. to 
65s., and 232 bags ordinary black Manila at 8s. The stock of coffee in 
the United Kingdom on the Ist inst. was 18,250 tons, against 12,500 tons 
last year, and 13,600 tons at the same period of 1866. The amount on 
hand in the five leading ports of the Continent was 75,560 tons, against 
57,310 tons in 1867, and 56,010 tons in the preceding year. The monthly 
sale of the Dutch Trading Company is announced for the 24th inst., and 
will comprise 92,000 bags.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR 1868. 


The Proprietor has made arrangements to run six couriers per month in May and June, in the 
event of delay in the transmission of telegrams by the Russian Telegraph Service. It may not be 
generally known that the delays during the last season were occasioned by the overflowing of the 
Rivers Irtisch, Obi, and Yenessei; upwards of 800 versts of Telegraph Line were swept away from 
time to time. As such inundations occur only once or twice in a century, the Proprietor hopes that 
the precaution he has taken will prove unnecessary. During the latter two months of last season 
the line worked very well, and Telegrams were delivered to and from Europe in 18 days; the 
average time being as follows :—

A courier having been killed by a fall from his horse last year, the telegram bag was lost, and 
has not yet been recovered. In order to prevent a recurrence of the inconvenience, it is the inten- 
tion of the Proprietor to open all telegrams addressed to his care, and forward duplicates by the 
subsequent courier to their respective addresses, unless he be specially notified to the contrary. 
The number of stations in Mongolia will be doubled this year. Contracts have, been made to 
deliver telegrams between Kiachta and Tientsin in twelve days; the non-fulfilment of the contracts 
as to time entails a penalty upon the contractors of from 1 to 3 taels per hour (6s. to 18s.), thus 
giving a guarantee that delay will not occur. 

After the first two months of the season, which are the most severe as regards the climate, the 
contractors will reduce their contract time to ten days.
